Telling the Dancer 
from the Dance 


It seems that the review of the Harvard 
Square Art Festival Dance Weekend, 
written by Amanda Smith, in the Phoenix 
(June 16th issue) requires some attention 
from Impulse. 

First, we have never met with Ms. 
Smith to discuss how we function as a 
group, so it is presumptuous of her to 
write that we are “‘under the direction of 
Consuelo.” We feel that it is vital for a 
critic, especially one of the only dance 
critics in the Boston area, to keep her 
facts correct. 

We are a cooperative group; we give 
each other classes, choreography, direc- 
tion and criticism. We are six women with 
diverse talents and all have something to 
offer each other. 

With respect to Ms. Smith’s statement 
that it is “a disservice to put others on the 


stage with her [Consuelo],”” we would like 
to say that we realize Consuelo’s great 
talent, but we do not strive to dance like 
her — we strive to be as good as we can be 
as individual dancers. Ms. Smith’s state- 
ment leads the reader to believe that since 
Consuelo is so talented she should only be 
on a star level. American depends so 
heavily on its star structure that it 
devours its artists and leads to com- 
petitiveness for those not realized as stars. 
One of the reasons Impulse came about 
was to try to change the “‘star’’ system, to 
allow artists to express themselves as 
human beings, not as idols, devoid of 
human qualities. 

The question raised by Ms. Smith on 
the difference between ‘‘black jazz” and 
“white jazz” is meaningless. She refers to 
the N.E. Jazz Club’s master class and 
demonstration of Luigi technique as 
“white jazz” and Consuelo’s technique as 
“black jazz.” If Ms. Smith was there on 
Friday evening, she certainly would have 
heard Consuelo talk about the major in- 
fluence Luigi has had on her style. In fact, 
there was a piece performed that was en- 
tirely based on Luigi’s style. If we all felt 
as Amanda felt — that blacks can only do 
“black jazz” and whites can only do 
‘“‘white jazz,’ Impulse would not be 
together as a group. She also notes “the 
difference between the work of Consuelo, 
who is black, and the rest of the 
group, who are white . . .”” Accompanying 
this letter is a photograph of Impulse. 
Please look, Amanda. Also, please 
remember that Consuelo’s talent depends 
upon her work, not solely on her 
blackness. We hope that through our dan- 
cing our identities as individual women 
come through so that people see us, not 
our skin. We hope that through your 
ctitiques, Ms. Smith, honest criticism of 
dance comes through, devoid of pre- 
judicial overtones. 

Our program was a lecture- 
demonstration showing some of the styles 
we are working with. Ms. Smith only 
focused on the racial aspects of jazz. Our

demonstration did not and will not con- 
sist solely of jazz. Apparently Ms. Smith 
did not see Aisha Khabeera perform a solo 


based on Afro-Caribbean dance; she did 
not see Esta McKayle, Kazako, Barbara 
Cole and Consuelo perform “Astral,” a 
modern piece about women. In fact, the 
only thing Ms. Smith deemed worthy of 
criticism, was the quality of our shoulder 
movements. 

The Harvard Square Art Festival has 
united many different perspectives of 
dance. We felt it was beautiful, sharing 
the dance experience in all its forms. Ms. 
Smith has done a disservice to dancers by 
categorizing. In this day and age, one 
would hope that we are reaching a stage 
where we can treat PEOPLE as just that 
— PEOPLE.

Amanda Smith (who has been out of 
town for several weeks) replies: J presum- 
ed Consuelo to be the director of Impulse 
because only she addressed the audience 
throughout the performance; although 
she acknowledged that others had 
choreographed various sections, never did 
she state that you worked as a 
cooperative. Thus, her leadership was im- 
plied if not intended. Perhaps one way to 
avoid misleading your audience in future 
presentations of this kind would be to 
have each company member explain or 
comment on a dance or exercise. 

We disagree about the effect of the star 
system in the arts (as opposed to 
Hollywood). It seems to me that the 
“stars” of dance — i.e. the stellar ones — 
exalt and glorify the human potential 
rather than disguising it through idolatry. 

I know Consuelo has worked with Luigi, 
and although his technique has no doubt 
influenced her, the influence is no longer 
pure. Consciously or unconsciously, she 
has altered and suited it to her own pur- 
poses — a perfectly valid thing to do. One 
of the ways in which she departs from 
Luigi’s technique is in the use of weight, 
where her cultural background informs 
her movements. My remarks about the 
different use of weight between whites 
and blacks are cultural comments — not 
value judgements. One is not better than 
the other; they are simply different. 

There is now under way at Columbia 
University a fascinating study called 
Choreometrics, in which human move- 
ment from all cultures is analyzed, taking 
into consideration such things as rhythm, 
weight, pathways and body parts used. 
The data indicates that the movement of 
every individual, dancer or non-dancer is 
at least in part shaped by the culture from 
which he or she comes. 

The discussion of black and white 
movement came into play as a means of 
identifying, comparing, and giving some 
unity to a narrative which initially tried 
to deal with some 15 or so different in- 
dividuals or companies performing that 
weekend. In the end, a number of groups 
went unmentioned for lack of writing 
space. This accounts for the attention to 
the shoulder movement. I used it as a 
brief example. In regard to what you call 
“categorizing,’’ that is merely the 
attempt to pinpoint dance genre as suc- 
cinctly as possible, unfortunately a 
necessity where little space is available.

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On the Waterfront: New Houses for Old Friends

The lucrative rights to own and 
develop city-owned buildings in 
the Boston waterfront urban 
renewal area have appaferitly 
been used by the White Ad- 
ministration and a variety of 
other political figures to reward 
friends and followers.at the ex- 
pense of the goals of the multi- 
million dollar program. Barring 
last-minute action by a Federal 
court judge asked to intervene in 
the matter, the 18 properties on 
Commercial St. will be formally 
transferred this week by the 
Boston Redevelopment Authori- 
ty (BRA). Some prospective 
developers appear to be linked 
with Mayor Kevin White’s per- 
sonal staff, his patronage 
secretary, City Councillor 
Frederick Langone, State Rep. 
Roland Orlandi, U.S. Rep. 
Thomas O’Neill, and the city 
Democratic party organization. 
A high-ranking official in the 
city Real Property Department 
will also receive one of the “Gold 
Coast’’ properties, despite 
statements by the city law 
department that foresaw a clear 
conflict of interest in the award. 
In addition to questions of 
political influence, three other 
designated developers appear to 
have misrepresented their ad- 
dresses in applications to the 
BRA for the buildings. A Federal 
court has required that residents 
of only the North End or the 
Waterfront be allowed to 
redevelop these properties. Such 
misrepresentation is prohibited 
under Federal statute governing 
urban renewal projects. 

The buildings themselves form 
a border between the North End, 
the city’s main Italo-American 
neighborhood, and the 
increasingly-affluent area 
around the waterfront docks. 
The former warehouses will be 
renovated as townhouse 
apartments. 

The developers are primarily 
politically well-connected per- 
sons in the North End, a White 
stronghold and home of Joanne 
Prevost, the Mayor’s ‘“‘per- 
sonnel” secretary linked to at 
least one of the BRA 
designations. The BRA is, in 
theory, free of political influence, 
having been set up as the city’s 
independent planning agency. 
The BRA director is, however, a 
mayoral appointee, and current 
director Robert Kenney, who 
recommended the Commercial 
St. developers approved last year 
by the agency board of directors, 
was named by White. 

A spokesman for the Mayor 
says, ‘There was no interference 
on the part of the Mayor’s office 
with the selections of the BRA.” 

More than 140 persons applied 
for the buildings at 72-170 
Commercial St., century-old 
granite-faced structures dating 
from the heyday of the harbor 
and placed last year in the 
National Registry of Historic 
Places. One BRA staff member 
estimates the response as the 
greatest for any project in the 
agency’s history. There appears 
to be ample reason for that. The 
developers will pay the city 
$3000 for buildings expected to 
be worth up to $200,000 after 
their renovation and after city- 
financed street and sewer repairs ' 
in the area are completed by 
1976. Developers will spend an 
average of $100,000 to 
rehabilitate the structures. One 
apartment of the four in each 
building is reserved for the BRA- 
named owner, while the other 
three two-bedroom units will 
rent at levels estimated between 
$350 and $600 a month. 

The structures have been cen- 
tral to a long dispute among 
North End and Waterfront com- 
munity groups and the BRA, 
which once planned for them to 
be demolished in favor of high- 
rise apartments. They figured 
prominently in a March, 1973, 
Federal court decision by Judge 
Manuel Real, who ruled that the 
city had ignored community opi- 
nion in its planning for the $200 
million Waterfront renewal pro- 
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ject. As a result, Real directed 
the creation of a citizen “restudy 
committee” to re-examine the 
entire project and the formation 
of another committee to choose 
developers for the Commercial 
St. properties. The professed 
aim of the project, however, was 
conversion of the one-time 
warehouses into moderate- 
income dwellings that would 
ease the housing shortage in the 
crowded North End. Priority was 
to go to long-time North End 
residents who previously had no 
chance to buy their own homes. 
No one outside the water- 
front/North End area was to be 
named (see “Civic War on the 
Waterfront,” Phoenix, Oct. 23, 
1973). 


Today, members of the court- 
created “developer selection ad- 
visory committee” and citizens 
in the area believe those ideals 
have been hopelessly corrupted 
by political influence. “What we 
got,” says one resident, “is a 
chance to see the patronage 
process speeded up. We got to 
see 18 buildings given out at 
once.” The political dealing in- 
volved was an open joke among 
the BRA board directors, accor- 
ding to one. “Some powerful 
board we are,” says the member. 
“We didn’t get any buildings [for 
our friends], while people in city 
departments, friends of the 
Mayor and Council all get 
something.”” An area architect 
says the BRA actions will create 


“a jet set ghetto.” 

The BRA’s role in choosing 
developers came about after the 
court-ordered screening of the 
143 applicants done by the 
court-ordered 12-member 
“developer selection advisory 
committee.’’ As often has 
happened in the protracted 
renewal project, that committee 
divided into North End and 
Waterfront camps. The North 
End committee members gave 
their blessing to 51 of the 
applicants, but refused to 
differentiate further among 
them, leaving the BRA room for 
discretion. The Waterfront 
residents, on the other hand, 
ranked 19 developers in order of 
preference. 


From that involved process, 
termed by BRA Director Kenney 
“the fairest way possible,” the 
following developers were 
somehow chosen by the agency: 

Clair Cicchetti: Due to take 
title to 78 Commercial St., 
Cicchetti, when she applied for 
the building, was already the 
owner of two buildings on the 
North End’s Unity Court. One 
was (and is) the residence of 
Joanne Prevost, the Mayor’s 
patronage dispenser. The 
buildings, which rest in a seclud- 
ed alley and today resemble posh 
Beacon Hill townhouses, were 
bought by Cicchetti in 1971. 
Shortly after that, Prevost joined 
the White Administration and

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Putting Out a Contract on Park Plaza

The relationship between the 
Boston Redevelopment Authori- 
ty (BRA) and the Civic Advisory 
Committee (CAC) that is sup- 
posed to assure community par- 
ticipation in the design of the 
controversial Park Plaza project 
has never been really cordial, but 
in recent weeks it has taken a 
turn for the worse. And the cause 
appears to be blatant in- 
terference in the contractual 
process by Park Plaza developer 
Mortimer Zuckerman. 


At its July 18 meeting, the 
BRA Board of Directors voted 
unanimously to reject a written 
agreement that had been 
negotiated by the BRA staff with 
the CAC — even though the con- 
tract had already been signed by 
both BRA Director Robert 
Kenney and CAC President Ber- 
nard Borman. 


Then, BRA Chairman Robert 
Farrell (who is Mayor White’s 
hand-picked choice for the chair- 
manship) pulled out another 
contract that neither Kenney nor 
the CAC or, for that matter, 
anyone on the BRA staff had 
appearently ever seen before and 
urged his colleagues to approve 
this contract instead. With 
another unanimous vote, they 
did. 

In one fell swoop, the BRA 
board had tossed out a document 
that both sides could have lived 
with and, if approved, would 
have gone a long way toward dif- 
fusing community opposition to 


the project and replaced it with a 
document that the CAC will 
never be able to endorse. 

This means that, as things 
stand now, there is no agree- 
ment, no assurance that the 
CAC will receive $60,000 in BRA 
funds, much of which it has 
already committed by hiring 
consultants. There is also a very 
real possibility that the Dept. of 
Community Affairs, which in- 
sisted upon the existence and ac- 
tive participation of an advisory 
committee as one of its con- 
ditions in approving Park Plaza, 
may withhold from the BRA the 
$150,000 it needs to pay for the 
project’s environmental impact 
study. 

CAC President Borman, who 
is the representative of the 
Beacon Hill Civic Ass’n on the 
13-member community group, is 
irate. He contends that the 
redraft of the contract produced 
by Farrell was actually written 
by Zuckerman’s attorney, 
Herbert Berman. Though they 
won’t be quoted directly, a 
number of other people close to 
the situation agree, a number of 
facts point in that direction, and 
Berman will not deny it. Zucker- 
man could not be reached for 
comment. 

If Zuckerman, who is not a 
party to the agreement, has been 
involved in attempts to influence 
it, serious questions of propriety 
are raised. 

“Tf these suspicions are true,” 
said-one BRA staffer, “it certain- 


ly raises a question as to whether 
there is a commitment to citizen 
participation or not.” 

As if he really had to ask. The 
entire $260 million project — 
described by some as the salva- 
tion and others as the death 
knell for Park Square and en- 
virons — was planned in private 
from the beginning with no con- 
sultation whatever with 
businessmen or residents within 
and adjacent to the project area. 
The creation of a Civic Advisory 
Committee, representing these 
people and professional groups, 
was first proposed by Lewis S.W. 
Crampton, now Commissioner of 
the Dept. of Community Affairs 
and it has existed for three years. 


Pulling Strings 


But Zuckerman has never 
been comfortable with it — his 
feeling being, reportedly, that 
Park Plaza is his project and no 
one is going to tell him how to 
build it. Zuckerman has been 
pulling strings behind the scenes 
to get his way at every stage of 
approval of Park Plaza and, in- 
deed, it was learned that at one 
point he went directly to BRA 
Director Kenney’ and 
recommended that the CAC be 
revamped to include members 
more to his liking. 

Kenney is not exactly an 
idealist who sits up nights worry- 
ing about getting community in- 
put in the planning of BRA pro- 
jects but, by this time, he was 
publicly committed to the con- 


cept for Park Plaza and flatly 
rejected Zuckerman’s proposal. 
At that point, it now appears, 
Zuckerman began dealing 
directly with members of the 
BRA board to get his way. 
When the proposed contract 
between the BRA and the CAC 
to assure community participa- 
tion in the environmental review 
and other design aspects of Park 
Plaza first came to the BRA 
board for approval on May 16, 
the board voted to add six 
amendments to the document. 
They are described as minor 
changes, but each benefited the 
developer and lessened the role 
of the CAC. One source now 
reports that a Kenney assistant, 
who has been working on the 
drafting of the contract, ad- 
mitted at a private meeting that 
the amendments came from 
Zuckerman. “He didn’t really 
mean to reveal it,” said the 
source. “It just slipped out.” 
The CAC balked at the 
changes but eventually a com- 
promise was worked out with the 
BRA staff. A couple of 
amendments were adopted, in- 
cluding the dropping of.-a fairly 
important arbitration clause, 
and the rest, including insistence 
by the BRA that no information 
“of a private or personal nature” 
be provided to the CAC, were 
dropped. 
“With that clause there,” 
argued CAC President Borman, 
“they could call anything they

CESAR CHAVEZ 


Cesar Chavez, the leader of 
the United Farm Workers union, 
is coming to Boston August 2 
following new disclosures in- 
dicating that the Nixon ad- 
ministration exerted tremendous 
covert pressure to help the 
Teamsters drive the UFW from 
the California fields. El 
Macriado, the UFW newspaper, 
has obtained secret White House 
memos written by Charles 
Colson in 1971 and 1972 that 
were sent to the Justice Depart- 
ment, Labor Department and 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. In one memo, Colson told 
the three federal agencies not to 
intervene in the union jurisdic- 
tional dispute between the 
Teamsters and the 
Farmworkers. The memo states: 
“Only if you find some way to 
work against the Chavez union 
should you take any action.” In 
another memo Colson wrote: 
“We will be criticized if this 
thing gets out of hand and there 
is violence, but we must stick to 
our position. The Teamsters un- 
ion is now organizing in the area 
and will probably sign up most of 
the grape growers this coming 
spring, and they will need sup- 
port against the UFW.” 

According to the UFW, the 
federal agencies that received 
Colson’s memos repeatedly fail- 
ed to take action on complaints 
filed by the Farmworkers. Upon 
leaving the White House, Colson 
became the attorney for the 
Teamsters, on a $1 million-a- 
year retainer. 

The San Gabriel Valley 
Tribune, a California paper, 
further reveals that in 1972 
Joseph Tomassi, California 
leader of the American Nazi Par- 
ty, received “an undisclosed” 
sum of money from the 
Teamsters union, channeled 
through the Committee to 
Reelect the President, to send 
his stormtroopers into the 
Coachella Valley lettuce fields to 
“stir up trouble.” 

On Friday morning, August 2, 
Chavez will meet with Boston 
labor representatives and hold a 
press conference at the Bradford 
Hotel. On Saturday, August 3, 
he will lead the kickoff 
demonstration for the Gallo 
Wine boycott in New England at 
the Fresh Pond shopping center 
in Cambridge. At 8 that night, at 
Boston College’s Roberts Center, 
a benefit will be held; Chavez 
will be joined by Arnold Miller, 
president of the United Mine 
Workers, Phil Ochs, the Haitian 
Folk Chorus, a women’s gospel 
choir, and striking farmworkers.

Two of the most worthless — 
and revealing — books of the 
moment are Urge to Kill by 
Ward Damio and President 
Kissinger by Monroe Rosenthal 
and Donald Munson.

Geopolitics is also the subject 
of President Kissinger. In its 
plot, constitutional law is chang- 
ed, Kissinger sweeps away op- 
ponents on the left and right and 
brings everlasting peace to the 
world. Teddy Kennedy becomes 
an adviser to the Metternichean 
messiah. “So you haven’t much 
hope for lasting peace,” said 
Teddy. Replies Henry, “‘Not yet, 
but at least there seems to be a 
trend toward shorter wars: the 
Hundred Years War, the Thirty 
Years War, the Six Day War—” 


In the end, a convention of 
geopolitical planners remaps the 
globe, and Kissinger is elected 
president of the world. “On this 
day of January 1, 1985, Henry 
Kissinger, we call upon you to 
lead us into the Future.” The 
capitalized future, following the 
year of 1984, looks suspicious. 
Only in America (as Harry 
Golden might say) can a Jewish 
refugee from the Nazis rise to a 
position of responsibility where 
he can commit genocide. This is 
an interesting twist on Horatio 
Alger. Whereas the three 
crackpot killers of Urge to Kill 
are portrayed as ‘‘mass 
murderers,”’ Secretary Heinz 
receives the accolades of fantasy. 
The Urge anti-heroes, viewed in 
the light (or shadow) of Presi- 
dent Kissinger, are guilty of a 
failure of imagination. Their 
murders were too personal and 
too few. They did not have the 
distance from their victims that 
truly great men are able to reach.

The Changing Problems of Runaways

New York State judges are 
prying themselves away from 
tradition as they attempt. to 
change the old divorce dictum 
that the mother is the only fit 
parent. Massachusetts judges 
are still comfortable with the 
archaic habit of awarding 
custody of a child to the mother, 
no- matter what the cir- 
cumstance. 

The Phoenix reported (Sept. 
25, 1973, ‘“‘Divorced Fathers 
Fight Court System”’) the birth 
of a group called Fathers United 
for Equal Justice, in Cambridge. 
The divorced fathers were op- 
timistic last fall, ready to go into 
the courts and battle for legal 
possession of their kids. Today 
they’re still in the courts, but 
their spirits are flagging. 
Nothing seems to change; the 
judges can’t be moved. 

“Everything we hear from 
judges supports the status quo,” 
said Robert LeClair, spokesman 
for the group of more than 500 
fathers. “Even visitation rights 
are questioned pending in- 
vestigation of the father’s 
character. Judges just don’t 
realize they’re contributing to 
destroying lives when they give 
the child to mother no matter 
what her situation, whether she 
wants the child or not. The child 
should have a right too. The 
child should have some say 
about which parent he or she will 
live with. 

“I don’t like to say this,” 
LeClair continued, ‘‘but I’ve 
been involved in this custody 
thing for a long time and from all 
I’ve seen, the judges here are the 
most extreme male chauvinists 
in the country. Their attitude is 
like a motto: ‘Protection of the 
woman; give her whatever she 
wants.’ That’s true with alimony 
or the child, no matter what the 
cost or psychological damage.” 

One impact the organization 
has had, according to its 
members, is that judges now 
often pass the buck and let 
Family Services (part of the old 
probation office) make the deci- 
sion on custody. Family Services 
officials are ill-equipped to make 
such decisions, Fathers United 
charges. 

‘‘They’re political ap- 
pointees,’’ one divorced father 
commented. ‘‘We’ve complained 
that the people in Special Ser- 
vices have no training for this 
type of decision, but court psy- 
chiatrists and judges just go 
ahead and recommend a custody 
decision be made by them. So 
people who have gotten their 
jobs because they know 
somebody have the say on 
whether we get our kids or not.” 


shoveled a spoonful of instant 
coffee into the styrofoam cup 
and turned the coffee machine’s 
spigot to let the boiling water run 
in. The man in the three-piece 
gray suit leaned his briefcase 
against his shoes and did the 
same. 

“You look pretty young,” the 
man said. “You must be 14 or 15 
years of age.” 

“Thanks for the compliment,” 
the girl said. “I’m 12.” 

The girl — call her Sheila — 
walked across the basement 
room of Bridge Over Troubled 
Waters, and sat on the couch. 
Bridge, a group which works 
with young people, had found 
Sheila a room the previous night 
with a family in Watertown. 
Sheila lit a cigarette and waited 
for her social worker. The social 
worker was driving in from the 
North Shore suburb from which 
Sheila had run away for the 
tenth or twelfth time. 

“My first time was when I was 
eight and a half or nine,” Sheila 
said. “I came home with a bad 
report card and my father beat 
me bare-ass. He beats me for 
anything — if the top of the 
peanut butter jar isn’t on right.” 

At an age when most girls are 
tacking pictures of Bobby Sher- 
man to their walls, Sheila is a 
tough street veteran. She knows 
how and where to run away. 

“If I want a place to stay, all I 
have to do is walk around the 
Common a couple times and I'll 
get one,” Sheila said. She inhal- 
ed on the cigarette and blew out 
a smoke ring. ‘‘Or I can just start 
hitching and I'll find a place.” 

Sheila, and kids like her, 
represent a change in the 
runaway scene in Boston. 

In 1967, when the Project 
Place runaway house was found- 
ed, and in 1970, when Bridge was 
born, the runaways they worked 
with were largely white, subur- 
ban, middle-class, and female. 
They came running from all over 
the country, seeking Boston 
because it was supposed to be a 
hip place. But those days faded 
away with the ’60s, acid, and 
flower children. Now, Place and 
Bridge see a less picturesque but 
tougher and more troubled breed 
of runaway. 

“The flower children business 
ended after 1970 or so,” said 
Lillian Jackson of Place. ‘“We see 
less middle-class kids from out of 
town. The trend is toward inner 
city kids, kids from the very near 
suburbs and kids with heavy 
problems.” 

Hill Grimmett of the Newton 
Multi-Services Center sees the 
same trend. “‘There seems to be 
less of the kids who run away 











because their parents found 


grass in their underwear. The 
kids we see now are runaways 
because their home situations 
are intolerable.” 

The existence of drop-in 
centers like Newton Multi- 
Services — which supplies tem- 
porary housing, counseling and 
placement services — is one 
reason why Boston sees fewer 
runaways. Kids no longer have to 








water or out west. Another place 
that seems to capture kids’ fan- 
cies these days is Atlanta, maybe 
because of the Allman 
Brothers.” 

Statistics from the Boston 
Police Department as well as 
Project Place bear our those 
claims. Between 1968 and 1973 
the police recorded a 23 percent 
drop in the number of runaways

run to the city to get help. In the 
last five years over 500 drop-in 
centers and hotlines have sprung 
up all over Massachusetts. 
Another reason is that Boston 
is no longer the place to go. 
“Summer vacation runaways” 
are passing up the concrete of 
Boston for the water of the Cape 
and the woods of Vermont. 
“The image of Boston as the 
place to go has diminished in re- 
cent years,” said Kevin Lake, 
director of a Boston coalition of 
youth groups called SLEEP, Inc. 
“Kids are into going toward the 


and a 31 percent drop in the 
number of missing persons. Pro- 
ject Place, which saw about 400 
runaways a year before 1972, 
now sees only about 200 yearly, 
according to Lillian Jackson. 
And today’s runaways are more 
likely to be black — 30 percent 
now versus 6 percent in the early 
years — and they are likely to 
stay longer — a month now in- 
stead of six days. And Place sees 
today only about 11 percent of its 
kids from outside the Greater 
Boston area. 

All of these changes in the

problem have dictated changes 
in the means of solution. In the 
past all that runaway houses 
could hope to provide was a 
place to stay for a few nights, a 
phone call home, some counsel- 
ing, and maybe a little medical 
treatment. Now the need is for 
longer term housing, regular 
counseling, and permanent 
placement — in a school, a job or 
a foster or group home. 

In short, the runaways need 
less babysitting and more real 
problem solving. 

To meet these needs Place is 
splitting into two houses. The 
current one on Dwight Street in 
the South End will be used for 
long-term runaways. A new one 
funded by a $140,000 grant from 
the Department of Public 
Welfare will aim to help short 
term runaways. 

Place hopes to open the new 
house on Marlboro St. in the 
Back Bay later this month or in 
early August. 

Place and Bridge have also 
jointly applied for a grant of 
$75,000 from the National 
Institute of Mental Health; they 
expect word of the results soon. 

The grants represent a new 
way that government is looking 
at the runaway problem. In the 
past, government agencies spent 
most of their time tracking 
runaways down and returning 
them home. Now they are begin- 
ning to fund the places that can 
help build new lives for those 
runaways. 

That change of attitude, 
which had been slowly coming, 
was speeded up by the discovery 
in Texas last fall of the bodies of 
over 20 murdered runaways. The 
message hit home. This January, 
Massachusetts, which had 
already closed most of its deten- 
tion centers for the young, 
stopped treating runaways as 
criminals. In the language of the 
law, that meant that a runaway 
was no longer a “‘stubborn child” 
but a “child in need of service.” 

Ironically, the liberalizing of 
government attitudes toward 
runaways has hurt, at least tem- 
porarily, the runaway houses 
that pressed for it. When the 
legislature took the criminality 
out of running away, they took 
responsibility for the runaways 
out of the Division of Youth Ser- 
vices and left it on the doorstep 

of the Department of Public 
Welfare. But they didn’t allot 
any more money to Welfare. 
Welfare was then forced to send 
kids to private organizations like 
Bridge and Place. 

“Those lock-up places should 
have been closed down, that’s for 
sure. But when they did it, there 
was bedlam,’’ said Barbara 
Whelan of Bridge. “The biggest 
problem is still that there aren’t

First Aid for Plants and Planters

Don’t just sit there while your 
plant is sagging, wilting, maybe 
even perishing. There are two 
local sources for help with 
droopy house plants, and both 
are free. 

The Massachusetts Hor- 
ticultural Society runs a clinic 
that’s open on Wednesdays from 
4 to 7 p.m., where you can bring 
your ailing plant and talk to 
staffers and knowledgeable 
volunteers about the _ insects, 
fungus, or brown leaves that 
bother it or stunt its growth. 
They’re located at 300 
Massachusetts Avenue, directly 
across from Symphony Hall. The 
only charge you may incur at the 
Society’s clinic is for repotting 
and for new soil. 

If you haven’t the time or in- 
clination to carry your leafy 
treasure to the South End, the 
Suburban Experiment Station 
may appeal to you. Organized 
back in the ’20s to help Boston 


market-gardeners conquer their 
plant problems, the SES now in- 
cludes advisory services for 
nurserymen as well as for the 
public. SES is part of the College 
of Natural Sciences at U. Mass- 
Amherst, but it’s located in 
Waltham (240 Beaver Street). 
Supported by federal and state 
funds, SES offers free evaluation 
of any specimen sent in, and will 
also test soil (send at least one 
cupful) for prospective vegetable 
or flowerbed gardeners. 

SES mails back sym- 
pathetically phrased advice and 
analysis results, along with 
translations of horticultural ter- 
minology. For example, when 
small brown spots appeared on 
the stalk of my African Palm and 
its leaves began dying, I sent 
SES a piece of stalk and a note 
explaining the palm’s exposure 
to the sun and estimating the 
length of time it had been 
spotted. Two days later a con- 


soling letter arrived from SES 
which read, in part: “... the 
dark-mottled growth at the base 
of the dried stem is a natural 
growth of hairs which appears 
darker when the leaf is dried out. 
It is not a symptom of disease 
.... The drying of the leaflet’s 
margins is indicative of a root 
problem, perhaps due to over- 
watering or over-feeding ... .” 


Although they are polite, ef- 
ficient, and extraordinarily ac- 
curate, SES can’t help everyone. 
Acting director, Prof. Gordon 
Fellows, mentioned one problem 
his service couldn’t solve. “A 
woman sent us a sample of 
sand,” he said. “She wanted to 
know exactly what beach it was 
from. It turned out that she’d 
found it in her husband’s shoe 
after he’d returned from what he 
claimed was purely a business 
trip... . Well, we couldn’t help 
her.”

Don’t Quote Me .. .

In June, members of the Evening Globe 
editorial staff met with the paper’s 
management to present a long list of com- 
plaints about conditions that, they charg- 
ed, have caused ‘‘a serious morale 
problem.” A lengthy statement was read 
to Globe treasurer William Taylor and 
others by reporter Bob Carr for 15 
veteran reporters representing, he said, a 
total of 420 years of service to the paper. 

The complaints, basically, were that 
the PM staff has been neglected and the 
paper allowed to drift while the manage- 
ment has concentrated its efforts and 
attention on the morning paper and given 
young reporters the more glamorous 
assignments. PM staffers charged they 
have been passed over for promotions and 
merit raises and that employees recruited 
from other papers are automatically con- 
sidered superior to them. 

Globe Editor Tom Winship was singled 
out for criticism in the statement, which 
observed that he had been quoted in 
national magazines as praising the 
paper’s “‘brainy kids’’ and saying, 
“Anyone over 26 is over the hill.” 

There is some legitimacy to these com- 
plaints but as Globe Executive Editor 
Robert Healy pointed out, for years un- 
ion rules required that transfers to the PM 
staff be made by seniority and, in fact, the 
same senior reporters who are now 
bitching sought those jobs because they 
were sick of working nights. “The feeling 
on the PM paper that we don’t care about 
it is just not true,” Healy said, adding 
that there have also been efforts recently 
to get some younger blood onto the PM 
staff — ‘“‘guys like Mike Barnicle.”

As Channel 4 continues to undergo 
rather traumatic changes in its news for- 
mat, more top staffers are jumping off the 
“Ellis-Pepper Bandwagon.” Now, News 
Director Bill Wheatley has notified the 
station of his intention to leave as soon as 
a replacement for him is found. Wheatley, 
29, became the youngest news director in 
the nation’s top five TV markets when he 
assumed the prestigious job a year ago, 
but says his decision to leave was “a per- 
sonal one,” that it was just time for his 
career to move in another direction. One 
factor in Wheatley’s decision, though, was 
Channel 4’s use of the McHugh-Hoffman 
consulting firm to make changes in for- 
mat. “I agreed with most of their 
recommendations,” Wheatley said, ‘‘but 
when you have consultants, the news 
director is not his own boss totally. His 
importance is diminished.”

The Socialist Workers Party is angered 
at the decision of the state Ballot Law 
Commission knocking the names of its 
two congressional candidates off the 
ballot. A spokesperson for the SWP, Ann 
Glick, thinks the state went out of its way 
to hassle them. 

The Commission ruled that SWP 8th 
Congressional District candidate Randi 
Dolph did not have enough certified 
signatures. The party charges dis- 
criminatory practices on the part of local 
city clerks in the district but will not 
appeal. 

However, the more startling decision 
was the Commission’s ruling that the 
SWP’s 9th District candidate, Jeannette 
Tracy Bliss, be removed from the ballot 
even though she had enough signatures. 
Her nomination papers were disallowed 
because, in 935 instances, someone other 
than the voter wrote the word, “‘same” in 
the column for voting address — a routine 
practice. 

Not only does such a decision smack of 
selective enforcement of technicalities to 
a ridiculous extreme (especially since a 
similar challenge of Suffolk County 
District Attorney Garrett Byrne’s papers 
for a trivial violation has been dis- 
allowed), but, beginning next year, the 
rule Ms. Bliss allegedly violated will no 
longer even exist. All SWP statewide can- 
didates will be on the November ballot.

Middle-Class Women Join the Fight

When I walked into Room 2105 
of the Leverett Saltonstall 
Building in Government Center 
to sit in on a meeting of the 
Governor’s Commission on the 
Status of Women, two of my 
strongest prejudices clashed 
head-on. Like any good radical 
counter-culturalist, I’ve learned 
to despise the middle class — 
particularly its politics and 
aesthetics. Like any good 
feminist, I’ve learned to love 
women — particularly women 
involved in the struggle against 
sexism. Of course, a large seg- 
ment of the middle class is com- 
posed of women, which leads to 


the uncomfortable conclusion 
that a large segment of American 
womanhood is middle-class. But 
moving largely in radical 
feminist circles and living in a 
predominantly student and 
working-class neighborhood 
makes this easy to overlook. The 
women in Room 2105 were clear- 
ly middle-class — expensively 
and conservatively dressed 
(knee-length dresses and pant 
suits), overwhelmingly white 
(there are three black, one 
Chinese, and one Spanish- 
American woman on this year’s 
Commission), overwhelmingly 
middle-aged. At a superficial 


glance, they could be taken for 
the Ladies Auxiliary to the 
Knights of Columbus. 

But it didn’t take very long for 
my feminist prejudices to win 
out. Paradoxically, it is their 
very middle-classness, their ab- 
solute respectability, that makes 
these women so exciting to a 
radical, quasi-separatist 
feminist like myself. The things 
they’re working on are basic 
feminist issues, and hearing a 
group like this talking about 
abortion laws, rape, sexual 
preference, welfare rights, and 
community-controlled child care 
renewed my conviction that if 


any force can bring about the 
destruction of the basic social 
and economic structure of 
America, it is the women’s move- 
ment. The women on the Com- 
mission hardly see themselves as 
revolutionaries, but because 
their concerns transcend their 
own class interests (as of course 
any genuine feminist concern 
must, since half of any other op- 
pressed group is female) they 
are, however subtly, challenging 
the whole American class 
system. 

Created by Governor Sargent 
in 1971, the Commission is man- 
dated to perform two basic func- 


tions: 

1. To survey and evaluate all 
statutes of the Commonwealth 
and all governmental programs 
and practices relating to the... 
welfare of women, to examine 
the adequacy thereof, and to 
make recommendations to the 


Governor for such changes as the 
Commission may deem 
necessary; 


2. To investigate the need for 
new and expanded services that 
may be required ... including 
education, counselling, training 
... and arrangements for the 
care of children of mothers who

Birth at Home — 
Medical Politics

A Long Way, Baby 





A few weeks ago, the Paul 
Benzaquin show aired a tape of a 
woman giving birth, 
demonstrating that television 
has come a long way, baby. For 
years, Lawrence Welk would not 
permit his pregnant singers to be 
photographed from the midriff 
down. 

But perhaps more surprising 
than television’s new attitude 
toward pregnancy is that the 
woman in the film was having 
her baby at home. Annette is one 
of at least fifty women, in the 
Boston area who have stayed 
clear of hospital deliveries since 
1972, the beginning of a group 
called the Association for Child- 
birth at Home (ACAH). A 
grassroots movement of parents 
and medical professionals, 
ACAH counsels parents on 
home birth and helps them 
secure the necessary medical 
supervision and equipment. 

Annette decided to have the 
baby at home because she 
wanted to give birth without 
labor-inducing drugs, 
anesthesia, and other medica- 
tion administered routinely in 
hospitals. Like most ACAH 
parents, she had learned that 
drugs taken during childbirth 
can penetrate the placenta and 
cause lethargic behavior in new- 
borns. Even more disturbing to 
ACAH is a report circulated by 
the March of Dimes that links an 
overuse of such medications to 
mental retardation. 

Besides wanting to insure the 
health of her baby, Annette 
wanted to labor quietly in 
familiar surroundings. She 
desired the supportive company 
of her husband and friends to 
cheer her on and to celebrate the 





birth — a wish that could not be 
accomodated in a large Boston 
hospital. 

Appearing on the TV panel 
with Pau! Benzaquin were 
Eleanor Macdougal (a British 
midwife who is practicing as an 
RN in Boston because midwifery 
is illegal in most of the U.S.), a 
Boston physician, Dr. David Bell 
(who has assisted at many 
ACAH births), and British 
anthropologist Ashley Montagu 
(who was born at home and glad 
of it: “More germs congregate in 
hospitals than in anywhere out- 
side of a sewer’). Also present 
were the founder of ACAH, 
Tonya Brooks, and her husband 
Robert; they have had two of 
their three children at home. A 
graduate student in Applied 
Mathematics at MIT, Robert 
delivered their youngest child, 
now a perfectly healthy boy of 
twenty months. 

Opposed to the idea of 
“delegating her body over to a 
hospital” instead of sharing the 
responsibility for childbirth with 
trained personnel, Tonya says 
she will continue to have her 
babies at home. According to 
her, hospital delivery creates 
“trauma” in childbirth because 
it “interrupts the body rhythms 
of labor.” 

The usual process is as follows: 
first, a woman is taken from her 
home to the hospital, where she 
is given a preparatory shaving 
and an enema. After spending 
time in a sometimes crowded 
labor room, she is moved to a 
small delivery table where her 
legs are elevated in gynecological 
stirrups — an awkward position 
assumed primarily for the doc-

tor’s convenience. Finally, after 
the delivery, she is moved from 
the delivery room to the reocvery 
room, a procedure that is un- 
necessary when anesthesia is not 
administered. Meanwhile her 
baby is taken for a routine obser- 
vation that often lasts eight to 
twelve hours. The final 
procedure can bring on “‘separa- 
tion trauma” or what is more 
commonly known as’ post- 
partum depression. Tonya cites 
studies which indicate that the 
relationship of mother and baby 
immediately after birth is 
crucial to a physically and 
emotionally healthy adjustment. 
Although at least 65 percent of 
American mothers experience 
post-partum depression, the 
problem has not affected any 
ACAH mothers, Tonya told me. 


But aren’t there dangers to 
home birth? asked Benzaquin, 
playing the devil’s advocate 
(Benzaquin too was born at 
home). Members of the panel 
pointed out that complicated 
pregnancies can generally be 
predicted in advance. ACAH 
only recommends home birth for 
the 90 to 95 percent of pregnan- 
cies that are normal. 


Midwife Eleanor Macdougal 
argued that home birth can ac- 
tually cut down on unnecessary 
complications, because a 
familiar and supportive environ- 
ment reduces fear. Thorough 
preparation for childbirth, which 
includes controlling one’s 
breathing to cope with pain, can 
also be helpful. According to 


ACAH, hospitals are making 
false claims when they say they 
advocate prepared childbirth. 
The experiences of mothers in 
the group indicate that hospitals 
provide neither the stress-free 
environment nor the level of 
emotional support that enables 
the breathing exercises to be 
effective. Also disturbing to 
ACAH is that hospital per- 
sonnel, the minute a woman ex- 
presses pain, often go back on 
their word to withhold drugs. 

“Hospitals are impersonal in- 
stitutions geared primarily to 
coping with sick people,” argues 
Tonya. In other words, hospitals 
can’t accommodate the needs of 
most women for whom childbirth 
is a normal physiological func- 
tion and not a medical crisis or 
illness. ACAH believes that 
hospitals, forceps deliveries, 
episiotomies (surgical incisions 
at the base of the vulva), and 
medication should be used only 
when required or requested, not 
as a routine procedure. 

Even though most pregnancies 
are normal, ACAH strongly 
suggests that emergency equip- 
ment and medical supervision be 
available at all home births. A 
few families known to ACAH 
have run into trouble because 
they didn’t take these 
precautions. Getting the 
emergency equipment has not 
been too much of a problem — 
ACAH rents out oxygen and a 
Project Place van is always on 
emergency call to provide 
transportation to the hospital. 
But securing medical supervi- 
sion at home births is not always 
easy. 

The hassle is that the law in 
Massachusetts, as in most 
states, prevents anyone who is 
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not a doctor from delivering a 
baby. This means that nurses, 
midwives, and paraprofessionals 
risk arrest if they assist at a 
home birth. But only a few 


Boston doctors have agreed to be’ 


on call for home delivery. Their 
average fee is $400-500, cheaper 
than the hospital, yet still a 
steep price for some people. If 
unexpected complications make 
it necessary to transfer the home 
delivery to a hospital, the cost 
exceeds that of the average in- 
patient childbirth. 

Nevertheless, a growing 
number of people are willing to 
gamble, and to swap the higher 
cost and the medical risks for in- 
creased psychological benefits. 
To lessen the gamble, ACAH 
provides monthly educational 
sessions on the dos and don’ts of 
home birth. Issues that doctors 
often do not have the time or ex- 
pertise to deal with — such as 
love-making before and after 
childbirth, sibling rivalry, and 
more comfortable ways to labor 
and deliver — are also discussed 
in detail. 

The goal is to reclaim the hun- 
dreds of years of knowledge and 
experience that became useless 
when midwifery was outlawed in 
the early part of this century. 
Midwives delivered most of the 
babies in this country until the 
development of obstetrics and 
antiseptic techniques seemingly 
rendered their services obsolete. 
The United States is one of the 
few countries in the world that 
chose to outlaw the womanly art 
rather than to integrate it into 
the health care system through 
the training of professional 
nurse-midwives. It is no secret to 
the medical establishment that 
infant mortality rates are 
generally lower in countries that 
license nurse-midwives to 
manage normal births, freeing 
doctors for complicated cases. 

A bill to legalize nurse- 
midwifery was recently in- 
troduced in the state legislature, 
but it failed to generate enough 
enthusiasm to come up for a 
vote. Nurse-midwives are not to 
be confused with the crotchety 
old hags who appear in every 
Western sweating profusely and 
howling for more pails of boiling 
water. Highly trained 
specialists, many nurse- 


midwives are graduates of 
midwifery schools at Yale, 
Columbia, Johns Hopkins, and 
New York’s Downstate Medical 
Center. Because restrictive laws 
have confined their practice to 
areas where the level of health is 
substandard and doctors are 
scarce, nurse-midwives are con- 
centrated in the mountains of 
Kentucky and the urban ghettos 
of New York City. 

Despite the potential value of 
nurse-midwives, their failure to 
gain legal recognition is not too 
disappointing to ACAH. Ad- 
vocates of home delivery are 
resigned to legislation’s being 
blocked by obstetricians who 
question the competence of 
nurse-midwives and view them 
as economic threats. In addition, 
since the proposed legislation 
requires nurse-midwives to prac- 
tice in a medical setting in con- 
junction with a hospital or 
private physician, even licensed 
nurse-midwives would not con- 
sent to supervising home births. 

Although doubtful of legal 
solutions, ACAH is not a clique 
of freaky flower children who 
want to return baby delivering to 
Mother Nature or her male 
counterpart, the Stork. Having a 
baby at home requires greater 
parental responsibility, stresses 
Tonya. For example, home birth 
makes demands on the father 
that exceed his pacing nervously 
back and forth dispensing cigars. 
He must take care of other 
children in the family, prepare 
the labor room, contact the 
attendants, and provide the 
mother with physical and 
emotional support. 

ACAH urges even those 
parents who opt for a hospital 
delivery to exert control over 
childbirth by knowing medical 
procedures and the danger si 
of one’s body. Birth Day, another 
home delivery group, is especial- 
ly concerned with making 
hospitals more responseive; it 
may join with other activist 


groups. 

You don’t have to be an expec- 
tant parent to join Birth Day or 
ACAH. In fact, the time to take 
on the medical establishment is 
when you are least in‘need of its 
services. Politics around the 
operating or delivery table can 
get slippery.

After moving into the 
building, the Phoenix has learn- 
ed, Prevost contracted with a 
North End firm to do expensive 
facelifting of the property and 
paid all the bills for the im- 
provements to the property still 
owned by Cicchetti. Cicchetti 
sold the property in February. 
Despite the massive renovations, 
she transfered it to a new owner 


for no charge. 

Shortly after the renovations 
were completed, Cicchetti was 
designated as a developer on 
Commercial St. 

Cicchetti’s mother, who shares 
an apartment with her daughter 
and said she spoke for her, says 
of the matter, “It’s a family af- 
fair. I'm not supposed to answer 
any questions about it.’’ Prevost 
herself, asked solely about her 
relation to Cicchetti, replied 
through the Mayor’s press office 
that “the allegation that I in any 
way influenced the selection of 
Clair Cicchetti or anyone else in 
the North End is absolutely 
false.”’ The BRA declines com- 
ment. 

Robert Venuti: Venuti, third- 


ranking official in the city Real 
Property Department and 
member of the Ward Three 
(North End) Democratic Ward 
Committee, was designated 
developer of 98 Commercial St., 
despite sections of state law (Ch. 
268 A) prohibitihg municipal 
employees from such awards. 
Last April Venuti, according to 
city lawyers, requested a written 
conflict of interest opinion from 
the Law Department, only to 
withdraw his request after being 
told he would indeed be in con- 
flict. Corporation Counsel 
Herbert Gleason, asked last 
week about the case, said “it was 
my understanding that he 
[Venuti] was no longer going to 
be the developer.” Venuti will,

however, renovate the building 
as part of a realty trust, a legal 
shelter that BRA chief counsel 
and housing director Charles 
Speleotis says satisfies the agen- 
cy in regard to conflict of interest 
law. “You might not think it’s 
right;” said Speleotis, “but it 
happens all the time around 
here.” 

Venuti, too, is already a 
property owner, holding 7 North 
Hanover Court in the North 
End. 

Daniel Nuzzo: Nuzzo, who 
owns his own home on the North 
End’s Salem St., is father ot 
Cicely Nuzzo, personal secretary 
to the Mayor. He is also a clerk 
in the Suffolk County sheriff's 
office and an active member of 
the Ward Three Democratic 
Committee, which elected him 
as a delegate to the 1972 national 
convention. Speleotis denies 
that any of that figured in Nuz- 
zo’s selection to develop 94 
Commercial St. “Danny’s very 
active in the community,” says 
the BRA counsel. 

John J. Cammarata: Cam- 
marata was 1972 campaign 
manager for State Rep. Roland 
Orlandi, who himself applied un- 
successfully for a Commercial 
St. building. Cammarata, 
another member of the 
Democratic ward committee, 
owns his residence on Charter 
St. The BRA denies knowing of 
Cammarata’s connection to 
Orlandi when it deliberated.

Richard Settipane: Set- 
tipane, a campaign worker for 
North End City Councillor Fred 
Langone, is a columnist for the 
North End’s Post-Gagette, in 
which he regularly lauds 
Langone. The designee for 82 
Commercial St. is also, accor- 
ding to records in the Middlesex 
County Registry of Deeds (as 
cited in a Boston Magazine story 
last March by Channel Two’s 
Dianne Dumanoski), a resident 
of Churchill Rd. in Winchester. 

Settipane, records show, is 
currently paying off a 25-year 
mortgage for the spacious home. 
The BRA’s Speleotis says, 
however, he has no doubt that 
Settipane will abide by the court 
requirement that the Commer- 
cial St. buildings be. owner- 
occupied. “It may not violate the 
letter of the court decision,” a 
North End resident says of the 
Settipane designation, “but at 
the very least it subverts the 
decision’s spirit, which was to 
help people who did not already 
own a home.” ; 

The fact that Settipane, who 
listed a North End address in his 
BRA proposal, does not live in 
the North End does not bother 
the BRA, says Speleotis. “You 
can have a place as your legal ad- 
dress and still not use it as your 
residence,’’ says the BRA 
counsel. Accordingly, the agency 
plans no action under the 
Federal law prohibiting address 
misrepresentation in the urban 
renewal forms. 

Speleotis and the BRA are not 
so charitable, however, in the 
case of Richard Troutner, who 
maintains a legal address on the 
Waterfront’s Long Wharf, but 
does not generally reside there. 
Troutner was part of a 
partnership that sought to 
develop 154 Commercial St. His 
partner was Ronald Cornew, a 
long-time Waterfront resident 
whose proposal was ranked first 
by the developer selection com- 
mittee. The BRA ruled that 
since Troutner did not reside 
full-time in the area, he and 
Cornew could not get a building. 

Cornew has been the most out- 
spoken BRA opponent on- the 
Waterfront. He was one of the 
plaintiffs in the 1973 law suit 
that resulted in Judge Real’s 
condemnation of the agency’s 
handling of the renewal project. 
He had proposed condominiums 
for 154 Commercial St., an idea 
that many area residents feel, if 
extended, would allow more 
moderate-income families to live 
in the area. “Many families who 
can’t afford a whole building can 
afford one apartment,” says a 
North End resident. 

Mark Cagiano: Cagiano, 
ranked 14th by the Waterfront 
members of the selection com- 
mittee, received 150 Commercial 
St. even though at least one 
higher-ranked applicant for the 
same building was passed by. 
The BRA says it passed over a 
bid from architect Moritz 
Bergmeyer, ranked tenth, 
because he already owned 
property, a standard apparently 
not applicable to Settipane, 
Venuti, Nuzzo et al. 

In his application for property, 
Cagiano conceded that he had 
little experience in development. 
One who does have such ex- 
perience, however, is his father, 
Leon Cagiano, a prominent in- 
surance agent associated with 
construction contractors and 
donor of $500 to the 1970 Kevin 
White-for-governor campaign. 
The elder Cagiano is also a 
member of the board of directors 
of the City Bank and Trust, 
named last year in a series by 
UPI reporter Walter Roche as 
the recipient of a large number of 
deposits of state funds in ex- 
change for campaign con- 
tributions to State Treasurer 
Robert Crane. The bank’s 
headquarters at 55 Court St. are 
also headquarters for Councillor 
Langone — his law office and 
campaign committee both bear 
that address. 

Alfred Bruno: Although he 
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Joanne Prevost 


that many staff members helped 

make the Commercial St. 

choices, the decisions were 

probably made at “the highest 
* echelon of the BRA.” There, he 
says, it is “not unheard of to get 
phone calls from congressmen or 
high city officials.” 

On the eve of the official 
transfer of the Commercial 
Street properties, outrage 
abounds in a variety of quarters 
in the often-divided North End 
and Waterfront. Architects 
recall their surprise at the 
designations and lament the 
work they put in on proposals for 
rejected applicants they felt were 
meritorious. “The issue here,” 
says one member of the 
developer selection committee, 
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“is that public property is being 
given away to an inner circle of 
friends, despite a court order. 
The property values are rising 
incredibly around here, and the 
man on the street doesn’t have a 
chance for home ownership. It’s 
corruption.” 

Some North Enders feel that 


the Commercial St. designations ' 


will hasten the end of the North 
End as a low-income Italian 
neighborhood. ‘“‘The BRA never 
tried to keep those buildings 
moderate-income,”’ says one 
North Ender who pushed for a 
condominium scheme in the 
area. ‘‘Even if we get first 
preference on the apartments, 
who can afford $350 a month?” 

While such bitterness festers, 
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the machines of BRA construc- 
tion crews are busy converting 
the Commercial St. area from an 
abandoned warehouse district to 
a high-priced cobblestone and 
gas-lamp tract for urban gentili- 
ty. 

Frank Borelli, a North End 
member of the area’s renewal 
restudy committee, walks his 
dogs past the idle bulldozers 
each night. “We had stardust in 
our eyes when we started, I 
guess,” he says. “There are so 
many people who really need 
housing, who live in crowded, 
substandard places. We thought 
they could be helped. But 
there’ve been so many deals, it 
makes me want to throw up. The 
whole thing is pitiful.” 
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North End as his address in his 
BRA application, Bruno, accor- 
ding to the Polk City Directory, 
actually resides at 178 Faywood 
Ave. in East Boston. As with 
Settipane, the BRA says it is 
satisfied that Bruno will indeed 
move to his designated property 
at 106 Commercial St. 

Aldo Eramo: A _ long-time 
state employee, Eramo is 
currently an assistant clerk for 
the state Appellate Tax Board. 
He won rights to 146 Commercial 
St. by listing his address as 9 
Stillman St., the address of his 
mother, Dorothea. Eramo, ac- 
cording to records in the Polk 
Directory and in City Hall, ac- 
tually resides at 270 Brandywine 
Dr., East Boston. Again, BRA’s 
Speleotis sees no problem.

are or seek to be employed, and 
to make recommendations to the 
Governor with respect thereto. 
The Commission meets month- 
ly, and the Governor appoints its 
members each year (the year 
goes from July to the following 
June) on the basis of their exper- 
tise in an area of importance to 
the Commission’s work. While 
there is no rule about how many 
of the 40-person membership 
must be women, these are not 
appointments too many men 
would lust after. The ratio — 
currently 39:1 — changes each 
year but, according to Fran 
Henry, who has just finished her 
year as Executive Director and 
has been replaced by Lisa Noble, 
there are rarely more than a few 
men on the Commission (last 
year there were two). As a result, 
the ambience of the meetings, 
while more formally structured 
than many other feminist 
events, is comfortably and 
traditionally feminine. At the 
meeting I went to, the last of the 
1974 year, we began with coffee 
and cake that Fran had made. (I 
tried — and failed utterly — to 
imagine a group of men begin- 
ning a serious political meeting 
by serving cake made by their 
executive director.) The two men 
there seemed pleasant and a bit 
diffident, for which I respected 
them: they didn’t appear to be 
out to show-the-ladies-how-to- 
do-it. 

The scope of the Commission’s 
concerns is wide, concerning 
areas of importance to all 
women, and it is interesting to 
read the Resolutions Committee 
Report to the Conference of the 
Interstate Association of Com- 
missions on the Status of 
Women. It includes, along with 
resolutions to work on the Equal 
Rights Amendment, child care 
and other more-or-less self- 
evident feminist issues, 


resolutions to urge enforcement 
of federal responsibility to raise 
welfare rates and to prohibit job 
discrimination on the basis of, 
among other standards, sexual 
preference; and most revealing, @ 


resolution supporting communi-: 


ty action programs based on the 
premise that “the majority of 
poor people in this nation are 
women heads of families and 
their children.” This is not a 
Lady Bountiful kind of concern; 
it is an identification with 
women across class lines, an af- 
firmation of the central goal of 
sisterhood, whose ultimate ac- 
complishment must include the 
destruction of those class lines. 
There is also a resolution on 
prostitution that urges members 
to work “either to abolish the 
criminality of prostitution or to 
change the statutes to hold both 
parties guilty.” I quarrel with 
the second alternative, since 
women have as much right to sell 
their sexual skills as any other 
skills, and no matter how dis- 
gusting feminists may find the 
men who buy the services of 
prostitutes, arresting male cli- 
ents will only interfere with the 
prostitute’s means of support. 
Still, it is important that a 
middle-class feminist group is 
talking about decriminalization 
and is clearly striving to break 
through the barrier of self- 
righteousness that has always 
stood between the prostitute and 
the “respectable” woman. 
There are several task forces in 
the Massachusetts Commission 
that have independent monthly 
meetings on such issues as child 
care, credit and banking, educa- 
tion, employment and job oppor- 
tunities, health, and legislation. 
Last year there was a Bicenten- 
nial task force that worked to 
make sure that the various 
Bicentennial celebrations in- 
cluded some of the herstory 
usually ignored in historical 
celebrations. It has been discon- 
tinued, according to Executive 
Secretary Jessie Bailey, because 
it was duplicating work already

done by other women’s 
organizations. There is also a 
media advisory committee, a 
talent bank that helps state 
agencies and industries to find 
women employees and keeps a 
listing of job openings for 
women; and a speakers’ bureau. 
The Commission’s most 
dramatic activity in the 1974 
year was a series of statewide 
hearings held in Worcester, 
Boston, and Springfield, in 
which legislators and large 
audiences listened to testimony 
about sex discrimination. In 
Boston, these hearings were in- 
corporated into Yes We Can, the 
18-hour, televised women’s fair 
held on Jan. 18 and co-sponsored 
by the Commission and WBZ- 
TV. 

The Commission also operates 
as a resource service for women 
and women’s groups, and some 
of the members see this as a ma- 
jor function. It publishes a list of 
women’s organizations and 
resources in Massachusetts and 
a directory of women who work 
in the State House. They have 


mailing lists and a large file of 
information useful to women, 
and can either find the informa- 
tion a woman needs or put her in 
touch with an agency that can. 

Diane Gallagher, an energetic 
housewife and mother who co- 
owns and co-manages an art 
gallery in Hingham, the Bare 
Cove Gallery, has been on the 


Commission since it started, and‘ 


speaks of it with passionate com- 
mitment. She feels it can help 
function to bring all kinds of 
women together, and that it has 
been successful in some of its 
political work — she cites the 
1973 bill that allows mothers of 
young children to be summoned 
for jury duty (though they can 
still be exempted if they wish). 
“Mothers. make up a large part 
of the population of this coun- 
try,” Diane says, “and we should 
be represented on juries.’’ 
(Shortly after the bill’s passage, 
she was called on to serve on the 
jury of a murder trail. “It was 
pretty grim, but after pushing so 
hard for the bill I couldn’t very 
well cop out.’’) 

Diane is a bit cynical about 
Governor Sargent, and feels he 
started the Commission as a 
token gesture; and as proof notes 
that the beginning of the 1974 
Commission year was delayéd 
until October 1973. The women 
on the Commission complained, 
and this year it officially begins 
in July. “He takes us seriously 


now . . . I think he’s really learn- 
ed to respect us,” Diane com- 
ments, but adds wryly, “Of 
course, it’s an election year.” 
She is proud of the professional 
achievements of her sister Com- 
missioners — a member of the 
board of directors of Stop & 
Shop, the first woman president 
of the Massachusetts Psychiatric 
Association, the first woman vice 
president of John Hancock, and 
the medical writer for the Boston 
Globe are among them — but 
would like to see more working 
class women represented. 

Writing of the speakers 
bureau, Fran Henry stated: “I 
see us in high-school classes, in 
community groups, in churches, 
in women’s groups, and in clubs, 
where the women need to begin 
relating to one another.” In my ’ 
own opinion, it is in these places, 
rather than by its legislative in- 
fluence, that the Commission 
will be most effective. There are 
millions of women who are still 
intimidated by radicalism, by 
“women’s lib” — who do not yet 
understand that their suffering is 
based on political oppression. 
They need to be reached by the 
movement, to be given the 
chance to explore their own 
realities. A group with the 
respectability of a Governor’s 
Commission can communicate 
with women that the rest of us — 
even an organization like NOW 
— can’t always reach.

didn’t want to give us ‘private 
information.’ The developer is 
getting public money and land 
for this project and he cannot 
enjoy the privileges of being a 
private firm any longer.” 

You can understand why a guy 
like Morty Zuckerman doesn’t 
want a guy like Bernie Borman 
looking over his shoulder — thus 
the fear of the CAC that Zucker- 
man is looking for ways to dump 
it entirely. 


After the negotiated agree- 
ment was reached, Kenney and 
Borman signed it. Kenney could 
not be reached to explain why he 
signed the document without 
first getting the approval of the 
BRA board, but according to the 
BRA’s information officer, Ralph 
Memolo, he was under time 
restrictions and it has not been 
uncommon in the past - for 
Kenney to sign an agreement 
and go to the board later for 
ratification. 

Such ratification, though, was 
not an item on the board’s agen- 
da July 18. ““There’s something I 
want to bring up,” declared 
Chairman Farrell, who then 
proceeded to criticize Kenney for 
signing a contract without the 
board’s approval — especially 
since it didn’t contain all the 
amendments the board had 
voted. 

Despite Kenney’s vociferous 
opposition, declaring the move 
“a break in faith’ and “‘a slap in 
the face of the Civic Advisory 
Committee,’’ the board ap- 
proved its own version of the 
contract — one the CAC had 
never seen. 


A Little Q. and A. 


So where did the new contract 
come from? Contacted by phone, 
Farrell would not answer the 
question directly, nor would he 
deny the supposition that 


Zuckerman’s’ lawyer, Herbert 
Berman, had drafted it. The con- 
versation went like this: 

Q. “I’ve been told that Herb 
Berman wrote the redraft of the 
contract that the BRA board ap- 
proved. Is that true?” 


A. “I don’t know him. I’ve . 


aoe met Herb Berman in my 
ife.” 

Q. “He’s Mort Zuckerman’s 
attorney.” 

A. ‘‘Well, I imagine the 
developer was one of the parties 
that worked on the contract 
originally.” 

Q. “But I’m not talking about 
the original contract. I’m talking 
about the version the BRA ap- 
proved. The CAC has never seen 
it before. Where did it come 
from?” 

A. “I don’t know exactly how 
it was all done. There are many 
people involved in the process. I 
participated in it. All it is is a 
redraft of the contract incor- 
porating the amendments that 
the board voted on May 16. 
There are no substantial 
changes.” 

Q. “But who did the actual 
physical work of retyping the 
contract to incorporate those 
amendments?” 

A. “Well, I didn’t.” 

Q. “And you don’t know who 
did?” 

A. “I didn’t say that.” 

Q. “Well, who did it?” 

A.‘‘As I said, these 
agreements are the product of 
the work of dozens of people.” 

Q. “But did you deal with 
Mort Zuckerman on it or not?” 

A. “The developer probably 
had some input in the beginning. 
Certainly anyone who’s going to 
invest $260 million in a project is 
going to have some interest in 
this type of contract. I'd be a lit- 
tle bit more than amazed to find 
that Zuckerman and his at- 
torneys didn’t get involved in the 
original drafting of this 
agreement.” 

And so it went. It may be that 
Farrell didn’t deal directly with 
Zuckerman or Berman, though 


no one will deny that they had to 
have been the source of both the 
amendments and the redraft. 
After a number of tries, Berman 
was reached by phone and asked 
directly if he had written the 
redraft. 

“I don’t want to comment,” he 
said. 

“Then you won’t deny doing 
it?” 

“We'll leave it at ‘no com- 
ment.’ ” 

One BRA source stated 
categorically that the redraft 
“Positively did not come from 
the BRA staff.’”’ Paul McCann, 
Kenney’s assistant who drafted 
the negotiated version, could not 
reached, but it is unlikely that 
he wrote it since it excludes 
much of the language that 
McCann had himself composed 
originally. Indeed, Carl 
Lohmann, attorney for the CAC, 
noted that the redraft is riddled 
with examples of deleted lines 
that had originated with the 
BRA. 

“I find it shocking — in- 
credible,”” observed Lohmann, 
“that a procedure like this could 
be employed at such a delicate 
time.” 

“This is Zuckerman’s most 
outrageous act yet,” said Ber- 
nard Borman. 

But if the CAC feels it has 
been dealt with in bad faith, 
Farrell says the BRA board is 
fuming for not having been dealt 
with at all. “How do you think 
we feel,” he asked, “when we 
vote for amendments and then 
discover that the director has 
gone and signed an agreement 
that doesn’t contain them?” 

It may be that Mayor White 
put pressure on the board on 
Zuckerman’s behalf but it’s un- 
likely because (a.) White would 
avoid, if possible, such a rare and 
embarrassing public confronta- 
tion between the board and 
Direcor Kenney and (b.) board 
member Paul Burns, the gover- 
nor’s appointee who often votes 
‘‘present’’ when. White- 
sponsored matters come before 


the board, voted with the others. 
“This is the most serious breach 
of responsibility of the director 
that I can recall,”” Burns said. 
But whatever the method, it 
should be noted that the 
differences between the two ver- 
sions of the contract are not 
minor; nor are they merely an in- 
corporation of the previously- 


removal of a whole page of 
language requiring the project to 
follow “recognized environmen- 
tal impact statement guidelines 
and procedures.’’ Now, 
Lohmann says, there is no such 
assurance. 

And instead of assuring the 
CAC’s participation in all 
“social, economic, and en- 


voted amendments as Farrell—vironmental’’ aspects of the 


said. The new version of the con- 
tract deletes language the CAC 
considers crucial and weakens 
the CAC’s role in the develop- 
ment process considerably. 
Every change favors the 
developer. 

Gone from the negotiated 
agreement is the statement that 
the BRA and the CAC “agree to 
cooperate fully and participate 
actively in all stages of the 
renewal and development” of 
Park Plaza. Instead, the new ver- 
sion simply has them agreeing to 
“cooperate.” 

There is new language in the 
redraft defining what the CAC 
is: “CAC agrees to be and to con- 
tinue to be [emphasis ours] com- 
prised of representatives of 
organizations constituting a 
broad base of community, civic, 
and business groups.” Lohmann 
fears this line could be used at 
some point to dump the CAC if 
one of its represented groups 
quits (as the Chamber of 
Commerce has already done). 
Farrell argues that without such 
language, every member of the 
CAC could quit but one and the 
BRA would still be legally re- 
quired to fund it. 

The new version of the con- 
tract qualifies the guarantee that 
the BRA will continue to fund 
CAC, making it “contingent 
upon funds being made available 
by the city,” and it changes the 
location description from ‘Park 
Square and downtown entertain- 
ment districts” to “Park Plaza 
urban renewal project area.” 


Serious Change 


The most serious change, ac- 
cording to Lohmann, is the 


plan, language the CAC had in- 
sisted upon, the new contract 
merely requires the BRA to 
assist the CAC in “obtaining 
direct access to the board and 
the mayor.” 


Other changes are trivial; 
some are puzzling. Even the title 
of the contract is changed from 
“contract to insure citizen par- 
ticipation” to merely “coopera- 
tion agreement.” But the sum 
total of it all is that the CAC now 
faces an agreement that it can- 
not ratify and which seems 
deliberately designed that way. 

Borman is so disturbed by the 
board’s action that he refuses 
even to read it. The CAC did 
meet with Kenney last week and 
had plans to meet with Zucker- 
man and his attorney “if they 
would agree to it,”” but nothing of 
substance was expected to come 
of these meetings. An offer by 
Kenney to pay the CAC’s consul- 
tant costs pending ratification of 
a new contract was rejected. 


The CAC has a meeting 
scheduled August 1, at which it 
is a virtual certainty that the 
redraft will be rejected. And then 
what? 

Has Zuckerman meddled with 
trivialities to the point where he 
has endangered the progress of 
the entire project? Some CAC 
members fear that he may have 
deliberately concocted an im- 
possible confrontation with the 
CAC — presented it with a con- 
tract he knows is unacceptable, 
hoping that members will resign 
and that the CAC will be 
revamped. 


That, after all, is what he 
wanted in the first place.

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Mountain-Top Tennis Goes Bigtime

Mountains are far out, yeah. 
You climb them. You breathe 
clean on them. You ski down 
them, you sculpt heads of 
Presidents on \hem (but not this 
week), you write songs about 
them. Heck, if you’re John 
Denver, you live off them. You 
even include them in your 
cliches.

if we can make it work.” 

Indeed. When Westhall, who 
ran the Masters tournament for 
Commercial Union in downtown 
Boston last December, says the 
“country,” he means it, even 
though the population of Bretton 
Woods has gone way up since 
last year’s tournament. It’s, oh, 
fifteen or twenty people now. 
Last year at this time it was two. 

But not included in that cen- 
sus is the populace of the Mount 
Washington Hotel, a semi- 
palatial resort edifice where the 
tournament is held, and which 
just kind of sits there surrounded 
by all those White Mountains 
looking sort of, well, magnifi- 
cent. The hotel itself looks a lit- 
tle like two or three White 
Houses stuck end to end, and 
when you place it in a setting 
where the Cog Railway is over 
there, and the Old Man of the 
Mountain is over there, the 
whole thing tends to get slightly 
breathtaking. Bud Collins, who 
did the television from Bretton 
Woods last year for PBS, calls it 
“one of the two most beautiful 
settings I’ve ever seen for a ten- 
nis tournament.” The other one, 
folks, is in Monte Carlo. 

“I got a phone call from a lady 
tonight,” Westhall was saying 


‘+ last week. “‘She’s only moved to 


this area in the last couple of 
years, and has caught the last 
two tournaments. She told me 
that never in her life has she 
watched a tournament in such a 
beautiful setting, and that she’ll 
definitely be back this year.” 

Westhall’s problem, though, is 
not with people who have been to 
his little party over the last two 
years. See, they know. His 
problem is getting people to take 
the two-and-a-half-hour drive up 
Route 93, and then making them 
believers, too. 

Last year, conditions for the 
tournament couldn’t have been 
better. The weather was 
marvelous all week. Each mor-

their snappy sounds ricocheting 
off the mountains, and people 
would start making themselves 
comfortable on the hill above the 
Hotel’s main clay court. In the 
early days of the tournament, 
there would be two matches go- 
ing at the same time; the other 
court was up the hill a ways, past 
the Olympic-size swimming 
pool, not quite to the first tee of 
the BW 18-hole golf course. 

The tennis couldn’t have been 
better, either. Rod Laver, who 
runs one of his Laver-Roy Emer- 
son camps concurrently with the 
tournament, was there. Jimmy 
Connors, fresh off his victory in 
the US Pro at Longwood, was 
there. And a skinny, pleasant 
young man from Madras, India 
by the name of Vijay Amritraj 
also was there. 

By late Sunday afternoon, 
while Laver and partner Fred 
Stolle were playing, and win- 
ning, a great doubles match from 
Nails Carmichael and Frew 
McMillan to cap seven days of 
exciting matches, the story was 
all Amritraj, of course. He had 
begun the week being confused 
with brother Anand (also in the 
tournament), and ended it being 
mentioned right at the top of the 
list of bright, bright young tennis 
prospects. 

India’s best player (one who 
led his country to a victory over 
Australia in this year’s Davis 
Cup) began the '73 Volvo by 
coming from 0-5 down in the 
third set to defeat Venezuela’s 
Humphrey Hose; he survived a 
match point in the process. Then 
in a quarterfinal match against 
No. 1 seed Laver, Amritraj came 
from a triple-match point 
against him on Laver’s serve in 
the second set and eventually 
defeated the lefthanded little 
master in three. 

Against Connors in the Sun- 
day final, with Connors’ 
manager Bill Riordan whispering 
to Gloria Connors to “go get the 
champagne ready,” Vijay came 
from a double-match point down 
in the third set to pop the Con- 
nors bubble, win $9000, a new 
Volvo station wagon, and a kiss 
from Playmate-of-the-Year 
Marilyn Cole. Amritraj went on 
to again defeat Laver in a thrill- 
ing five-setter at Forest Hills in 
August, but his reputation was 
made, via public television, on 
top of the. mountain. 

Vijay will back this year, along 
with brothers Anand and Ashok, 
the latter a 16-year old who is the 
junior champion of India. In ad- 
dition, Bob and Maggie Amritraj 
will make their first trip to the 
United States to watch all three 
sons compete. 

Others in the field will be 
Laver, John Alexander (a 
semifinalist, and victim to 
Amritraj, last year), Izzy El 
Shafei, Egypt’s top player and 
slayer of Bjorn Borg at 
Wimbledon, Aussies Colin 
Dibley and Dick Crealy, Jeff 
Borowiak and Connecticut’s 
Paul Gerken. There is still an 
outside chance that Borg will 
play Bretton Woods; Westhall 
was on his way to Washington to 
see him this weekend. Each ATP 
player must play in one $50,000 
tournament during the summer 
schedule, and Westhall is hoping 
that Donald Dell and Jack 
Kramer, ATP’s two power 
brokers, will convince Borg that 
the Volvo should be his. 

Westhall figures he has logged 
upwards of 30,000 miles since the 
last tournament in missions like 
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“The Brothers Amritraj 


The Mount Washington Hotel, 


“on Friday during the tourna- 


ment. As Jim Westhall says, 
“We are hustling like hell.” 
Curt Gowdy was up in Bretton 
Woods a couple of weeks ago, 
and was so taken with the place 
that he will be doing some of his 
radio shows from there during 
the first few days. He’s told 
Westhall that he’ll be bringing 


some NBC heavies to look the 
place over, too. PBS will once 
again telecast on Saturday and 
Sunday, with Collins and Dell 
handling the commentary.

First, there was the New 
England Open. With literally 
hundreds of dart players from all 
over the country in town for the 
weekend, the actual play of the 
tournament became almost 
secondary. Darts pubs around 
town like Gladstone’s, the Ox- 
ford Ale House, Billy Budd’s, 
and the Bull & Finch were swar- 
ming with the Fast Eddies and 
Minnesota Fatses of the arrows 
circuit by Friday night, and 
whether for drinks or for money, 
the action was fast and furious. 
The Colonnade Hotel might 


have been wise to send out 
scouts, for they could have 
gleaned a modicum of informa- 
tion that might have thwarted 
the next day’s confrontation. 

Apparently wholly ignorant of 
darts and darts shooters, the 
hotel had booked the tourna- 
ment — with all its accout- 
rements, including the lodging 
of a hundred or so out-of-town 
shooters and, conservatively 
speaking, a very five figure per 
day bar tab — while laboring un- 
der the delusion that they were 
hosting an event wherein Robert 
Redford (in a pink suit, natch) 
was going to show up and plink 
faggy little things against a 
board, much to the discomfort of 
Bruce Dern, still sweating from 
his polo match. 

The initial misapprehension 
stemmed from the fact that 
while darts probably commands 
more manners, etiquette, and 
grace — you wouldn’t buy a 
darts player mashing up Paul 
Newman’s hands, would you? — 
than any other indoor sport con- 
ducted in a civilized atmosphere 
(I define civilized atmosphere as 
an establishment which has 
refreshments available), the 
irrefutable fact remains that it 
is, quite essentially, a pub game. 
Meaning that while it is not 
necessarily true that all dart 
players drink considerably or 
even drink at all, it is at the 
same time rather indisputable 
that few people show up for tour- 
naments of this magnitude who 
happened to have learned the 
game at their local Baskin- 
Robbins. 

So with practice beginning at 
9 in the morning, competition 
opening for real at 10, no one had 
bothered to open the bar.

TV’s “5 On Sports” and the 
Copley Plaza teamed to stage an 
intriguing “Billiard Match 
(that’s what the invitation said; 
it developed that it was actually 
pocket billiards — translate 
‘pool’) between the reigning (for 
three consecutive years) cham- 
pion at straight pool, Steve 
Mazerak, and Boston Shorty. 


The black-tie affair had in- 
itially been an invitation-only 
event, and the hotel ballroom’s 
once-elegant trappings had been 
shoved aside to make room for 
the pool table. Your emissary 
and his gun moll had arranged 
for Jeeves to deposit us at the 
Plaza’s main entrance promptly 
at 6:05, since the invitation had 
specified that “since arrival of 
celebrities will be televised, 
please arrive promptly.”

riot only the three-time champ, 
but a superb straight pool player 
who well might run the table 
(the game was only 150 balls, in 
order to accommodate the 
show’s one-hour format) if he got 
the chance.

Shorty 
had been excused from the black 
tie regimen when he had echoed 
Willie Mosconi’s observation 
that “putting a tuxedo on a pool 
player is like putting whipped 
cream on a hot dog.” A very 
forgiving Don Gillis had let it 
slide. Don is Don and Shorty is 
Shorty. 

At any rate, while some of the 
celebrities circled the pre-match 
floor exchanging information 
and strangely-wrapped bundles, 
I listened to Shorty Johnson ex- 
plain that he was in the match 
just “for the “publicity” and 
that, naturally, he didn’t have a 





dime on the match, and, finding 
no one willing to disagree with 
him in my corner of the room, I 
fetched Jeeves. 

Jeeves found me a taker — Bill 
Fripp of the Globe. Fripp 
wouldn’t know an 8-ball from a 
martini olive, I reasoned, as I 
laid him 6 to 5 and took the 
champion. (“Shorty is, after all, 
a great 9-ball, 3-cushion, and 1- 
pocket player.”” In confident 
tones I reassured my lady the 
gun moll, having overheard 
those very words at the bar 
moments before, “‘but Steve’s 
the champ!”’) 

And so naturally Shorty just 
ran the champ out of the room. 
While the errand boys passed 
through with cigars, snuff, 
frankincense, and myrrh, Fripp 
gleefully sipped from the stash of 
martinis he’d cached under his 
seat just before the bar closed. 
Several large Mediterranean 
types walked out in anger. 
Several more large Mediterra- 
nean types smiled. Mazerak 
looked worried. Shorty looked 
comparatively bored. But not as 
bored as if he “didn’t have a 
dime”’ on the game. 

My chauffeur Jeeves was look- 
ing nervous. My lady Mary the 
gun moll was ecstatic. She 
thought Shorty was cute.(On the 
rare occasions Mazerak shot — 
they were rare, and frequently 
relinquished; shooting the way

But of course Mazerak handed 
it right back and I had lost once 
again and was in the process of 
drowning my sorrows when I ran 
into Jack Magee. 

It seems that at some point 
during the afternoon of the finals 
of the darts tournament Magee 
had run across a chap who'd also 
been eliminated. He said. While 
Jack had elicited the informa- 
tion from others that the 
gentleman in question just 
happened to be a professional 


teacher of the game — he runs a 
‘Darts Studio’ in Washington — 
and that among his students was 
none other than Lanze Smith, 
the tournament champion, he 
was, nonetheless, enticed into a 
game.

Correction: WCAS Is Saved

Fred Miller, the Maine-based 
businessman and media sales 
specialist who has recently con- 
tracted for the hase of radio 
station WCAS, affirmed last 
week that he has no intentions of 
turning Cambridge’s 740 AM 
into a religious format station. 
Miller had agreed to submit a 
written promise to Cambridge 
community groups with his FCC 
purchase application guarantee- 
ing a hands-off policy toward the 
station’s existing folk-rock for- 
mat for a period of six months. 
He has now added further 
credibility to his intentions by 
stating, again as part of his 
Federal filing, that the station, 
under the management of his 
newly formed Wickus Island 
Broadcasting Corp., will carry no 
‘| religious programing for a period 





of one-and-a-half to two years 





following the proposed date of 
acquisition. 

The specific nature of this 
promise helps counteract the 
worst fears of Cambridge com- 
munity groups and station per- 
sonnel concerning the new 


buyer’s motives. Miller and his 
Island Corp. partner, Mel Stone, 


_jointly own a Portland FM sta- 


tion, WDCS, which, contrary to 
what was reported in last week’s 
Phoenix, divides its air time 
between sacred programing and 
classical music on a 45/55 ratio. 
Stone owns two bubblegum AM 
stations in Maine that carry no 
religious format shows. 

Miller feels that suspicions 
concerning his use of WCAS 
have “been blown out of propor- 
tion,” primarily because he does 
operate Dirigo Media, a sales 
firm that sells canned religious 
programs to radio stations. 
Although he admits that he has 
been contacted by at ‘least a 
dozen clients asking for religious 
air time in the Boston area and 
that he did offer the possibility 
of filling WCAS’s morning hours 
with this type or programing, 
Miller claims that none of this 
has been seriously considered 
since he and Stone made a real 
offer to buy. Miller adds, ““There 
was never any talk of doing away 
with folk-rock entirely.” 


Miller states that he would 
like to make WCAS a profitable 
venture, keeping the present for- 
mat and expanding the public 
service programing to include 
such groups as senior citizens 
and ethnic minorities. The bot- 
tom line review at the end of six 
months, according to Miller, will 
be followed by possible adver- 
tising rate changes and 
budgetary modifications. 


Miller says he thinks he can 
make it work without religion, 
His optimism results in part 
from the publicity connected 
with the earlier ill-fated deal 
between Kaiser Broadcasting 
and the Family Stations 
religious network that has made 
WCAS a hotter property than 
ever before. In fact, Miller 
claims that he has been ap- 
proached by one big time radio 
network presently phasing out 
an association with another area 
station to buy time on WCAS, 
but he feels that such an 
arrangement would damage the 
‘continuity of the current format.

From that first surreal moment — as 
you glide through the anodized 
aluminum shopping center doors (held 
sleepily open by red-jacketed junior high 
school jocks) onto an acre of $5.95-per- 
yard royal purple — you sense that mass 
culture has hit an alltime pinnacle with 
the Chateau de Ville dinner theatre 
chain. ‘Ave Maria,” a friend exclaimed 
at first ghastly glimpse, “I didn’t know 
you could spend a million dollars at 
Woolworth’s.”’ And that’s only the lob- 


by. 

Billing their package as “an evening 
of elegance” — from the fancy drinks 
with umbrellas stuck in the shaved ice 
to. dinner, a real live Broadway show; 
and a super rock-out to the sounds of 
“Lickin’ Stick” in the downstairs mylar- 
spotted lounge — the Chateau de Ville 
stands as unequivocal proof that the 
theatre is not dead, after all. It’s living 
on, albeit as a vegetable, in Saugus, 
Randolph and Framingham. 

Easy enough to joke about, the 
Chateaux de Ville are not so simple to 
dismiss. While the serious theatre 
groups about town must elbow each 
other out of the foundation and Mass 
Council breadlines and even the down- 
town tryout houses are in serious trou- 
ble, the dinner theatre chain has 
mushroomed in just three years from a 
tentative experiment in filling a func- 
tion house during the post-prom months 
to a multi-million dollar business. There 
are now five Chateaux de Ville glittering 
in New England; Recreama Inc., as the 
company is called, is listed on the New 
York stock exchange, and Producer 
Gerald Roberts claims to employ more 
Equity actors than anyone else in the 
country. 

Back in the early sixties all this was 
just a dream of ostentation in the hum- 
ble heart of a wedding photographer by 
the name of Mario Ciroli. He and two 
friends chipped in $30,000 each to build 
the Montvale Plaza (strictly a wedding 
factory, no dinner theatre) and from 
there — bonanza. Roberts was called in 
in 1971 to boost the sagging summer 
revenues with some pre-packaged 
Broadway shows, served up with supper 
and sauce in one of Framingham’s emp- 
ty ballrooms. 

Now, of course, the Chateau operation 
is considerably more sophisticated. 
They package their own Broadway goo, 
working out of a suite of offices in 
Needham. The production end of the 
machine is in apple-pie order and firmly 
under the thumb of producer Roberts, 
who dictates from behind a desk-placard 
reading ‘“‘Let’s Compromise. Do It My 
Way,” while all the 8x10 glossy-eyed 
stars he’s worked with peer with ap- 
probation from a crowded wall. 

What exactly is this commodity that 
the Chateau de Ville is selling? The 
“theatre” portion of the package is 
strictly canned soup — has-been 
matinee idols in three-year-old Neil 
Simon. So what, aside from seeing the 
effects of male menopause on Tab 
Hunter, is the big attraction? These 
fuchsia-and-lavender tinsel palaces seat 
up to 600 and are often so crammed that 
the waitresses can barely slither in 
among the banqueting matrons to 
deliver post-prandial drinks. What is it 
about this “evening of elegance” that 
draws the gold-and-silver-clutchbag set 
in multiple bevies? 

According to Roberts, it’s 
“convenience and safety.”” The patrons, 
most of them women in groups, are too 
terrified of rape and pillage on the Liber- 
ty Tree Mall to venture downtown after 
dark to the Colonial or the Shubert. 
How much more cozy and comfortable 
to motor into the neighborhood Chateau 
(north, south or west), park the car in

one place for free, and be wined, dined 
and entertained in one temperature- 
controlled environment. 

Roberts concedes that the ‘“am- 
bience”’ is at least as important as the 
show. The difference is that the show, or 
a reasonable facsimile, can be glimpsed 
any evening on prime time television. 
The decor, however, is unique — 
specially conceived for the bowling 
league that hasn’t toured Europe but is 
willing to believe that the Taj Mahal is 
turned out in naugahyde with hung 
acoustical ceiling and that in the gar- 
dens of Versailles there are plastic 
flowers stapled to the fountains. 

The best features of the tawdry decor 
are its inconsistencies. In Saugus, for ex- 
ample, one traverses the cavernous lob- 
by, trips past the Cupid-on-the-halfshell 
fountain and up the palatial staircase 
over which looms the huge, shimmering 
chandelier that is the Chateau de Ville 
trademark — what next to delight the 
visitor? Bess Meyerson in a floorlength 
mink? No, a cigarette machine. . . that 
and a flimsy billboard with a blank spot 
where George Maharis’s picture would 
grin engagingly to dull the pain, were it 
not that romance-hungry ladies steal it 
regularly. 

Louis XIV never dined like this, un- 
less he was in the habit of attending the 
Daddies Club banquets at his local high 
school. The pink-sheathed banquet 
tables are squeezed as close together as 
the girth of the patrons will allow, salad 
is served in plastic stack-me bowls, and 
the food is no bargain. Recently, 
however, the ““Academy Award Dinner”’ 


($13.95 with show), bowing to inflation, 
has been replaced by the “Broadway 
Buffet” — the play, a slice or two of 
roast beef, and all the jello and macaroni 
salad you can eat, for just $10.95. 

Not surprisingly, the most theatrical 
element of the dinner theatre experience 
is the audience. They look like they’ve 


been hanging around Central Casting. 


since “Bridget Loves Bernie” or The 
Godfather, waiting for a job. If the 
Russians are still looking for a 
bourgeoisie to pound on, it’s alive and 
drinking through the intermissions at 
the Chateaux de Ville, where a little 
Culture can be taken in without strain 
on the brain. Few of the spectators pay 
attention to the innocuous plays. They 
chat loudly about the performers’ 
clothes, facelifts or nerve, and oc- 
casionally they leap up and give advice. 
George Maharis tells a story about how 
one evening, as he was about to put the 
big move on a fellow apartment hunter 
in “Six Rms Riv Vu,” an elderly lady 
squeaked, “‘They’re going to have an af- 
fair right on the hardwood floor?” Poor 
George says they chatter on as if the 
Chateau were home sweet home and the 
actors a life-sized television. 

George is very good-natured about all 
this, mind you. He loves dinner theatre, 
and particularly the Chateau de Ville. 
Why shouldn’t he? The Chateaux take 
very good care of their “stars’’ — and 
when was the last time you heard talk of 
reviving ‘Route 66?” 

This is not, perhaps, the brand of par- 
ticipatory theatre that Julian Beck had 
in mind when he set out for the factories 


to “enlighten the workers.’”’ But as 
Chateau de Ville General Manager Jay 
Adler points out, “The workers don’t 
want to be enlightened. They want to be 
entertained.” 

Adler, who holds an MFA from Boston 
University, is frank and good-natured 
about his job in the show-biz end of 
prom paradise. ““Why don’t you ask the 
big question?” he says. “How can we, 
the elitist ten percent, sleep at night 
when we’re doing this trash? Believe me, 
if we started to turn out ‘art,’ the 
audience would run like rabbits. Most of 
them would prefer that the theatre be 
even schlockier than it is. They don’t 
want to be depressed. But they’re 
human beings right? They work hard 
and they have a right to a good time.” 

Since the majority of the Chateaux 
patrons are women, the chain does its 
best business with male heart-throbs of 
the not-so-distant past. Right now, 
Barry Nelson is playing at the Randolph 
Chateau in ‘‘Lovers and Other 
Strangers,” and both Maharis and Tab 
Hunter have recently finished Chateau 
stints (George Hamilton is on the way; 
had you wondered where he was since 
Lynda Bird?). Also big with Chateau 
audiences are former “glamor girls’ like 
Joan Fontaine (who, when she isn’t 
hawking ‘Great Stuff” on the tube, 
works exclusively for the Chateaux) and 
Jane Russell. The full-figured girl is 
currently playing the Saugus branch- in 
“Catch Me If You Can.”’ 

The “‘stars” are pampered and highly 
paid. The contract is usually for 20 weeks

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Film: Fascism — and Feminism?

LOVE AND ANARCHY. 
Written and Directed by Lina 
Wertmuller. Music by Nino 
Rota. With Giancarlo Gianin- 
ni, Mariangela Melato, Lino 
Polito. At the Alliston Cinema. 


The brutal ending of Love and 
Anarchy, heavily foreshadowed 
in an earlier scene, is guaranteed 
to leave the viewer both queasy 
and bewildered. Queasiness is 
simple enough to provoke if you 
turn up the soundtrack during a 
vicious and protracted beating, 
as Lina Wertmuller has done. 
But what's bewildering about 
her film is the degree to which 
she relies on similarly 
manipulative methods 
(sometimes drawing real 
strength from them) throughout. 
As affected as I found myself by 
the film’s final moments, which 
seemed much too long in coming, 
Wertmuller’s screenplay and 
direction incorporate too many 
knee-jerk techniques for her film 
to be altogether moving. 

Despite the streamlined title, 
Love and Anarchy has more to 
do with guilt, fear, impotence 
and sexual role-playing than it 
does with either passion or 
politics. Billed in its prologue as 
“the story of a simple man, a 
peasant named Tunin, whose 
outrage compelled him to act,” 
the film tracks its excessively 
simple peasant to a high-class 
Roman bordello, where he hides 
out to await the day he can 
assassinate Mussolini, using a 
bullet already engraved with Il 
Duce’s initials. His co- 
conspirator is a whore named 
Salome, who witnessed the 
death of her fiance during a 
previous assassination attempt, 
and who, intent upon avenging 
that murder, has since grown 
bitter and shrill. Like Tunin, 
Salome has long since aban- 
doned her real name and her real 
past, adapting as fully as she can 
to the political horrors of the pre- 
sent (the film is set in the 1930s). 
One of Salome’s most devoted 
clients is a Fascist lout who 
refers proudly and incessantly to 
the size of Il Duce’s testicles, and 
who deems Salome “a real 
woman” because she is so skillful 
a strumpet. 

Tunin appreciates Salome’s 
bluster, but he falls in love with 
another whore, Tripolina, who is 
equally high-strung but also in- 
secure enough to draw out his 
masculine, protective side. 
Wertmuller’s depiction of their 
passion is poorly integrated and 
unconvincing, as are most of the 
film’s attempts at heartfelt 
moments. Tunin himself is such 
a grotesque (his face is virtually 
disfigured by what one character 
disparagingly calls ‘“‘lentil-sized 
freckles;’’ he is also monstrously 
goggle-eyed; he never combs his 
hair), and Wertmuller lingers so 


devoutly on his peculiarities, 
that he becomes difficult to ap- 
preciate in a lover’s role. Also, 
Wertmuller is so heavily under 
Fellini’s influence that her 
whorehouse sequences convey 
the women’s greasepaint femini- 
nity, their taunting and their 
obscene gusto, but not much of 
their humanity. Tripolina is first 
seen eyeing Tunin lewdly over a 
raucous whorehouse dinner, and 
the next thing we know they are 
deeply in love. 


Wertmuller’s treatment of the -

whores is, I presume, the reason 
publications like Ms have chosen 
to view Love and Anarchy as 
some sort of feminist tract. Her 
whores are victims of their age’s 
political chaos and are coping 
the best they can in an un- 
bearable world; their mockery 
and infighting are the only real 
outlets for their frustration. 
They are, in other words, What 
Society Has Made them. Wert- 
muller’s viewpoint is less than 
original here, but thanks to that 


same knee-jerk way in which. 


much of the film is wrought, the 
whores cannot fail to be sym- 
pathetic figures. 

However, by the film’s end 
they have become “real” women 
after all, a change that makes 
one begin to appreciate the 
earlier, Fellini-esque revelry. 
“You're throwing away real hap- 
piness, and for what? What the 
hell is politics to us?” shrieks 
Tripolina. “Why? . . . . Because 
there comes a time when one has 
to act,” replies Tunin, who also 
says he must act like a man, not

die like a dog. True, our after- 
noon soaps have never taken 
European post-war guilt and 
recrimination for their subject 
matter. But if they were to do so, 
I suspect the dialogue might 
come out sounding dangerously 
like Wertmuller’s. 

Love and Anarchy has a 
slightly awkward visual style — 
too many close-ups, too little 
flow, many automatic moments 
— but there are flashes of vitali- 
ty to Wertmuller’s direction, too, 
albeit only intermittent ones. 
When the hysteria her film so 
heavily relies on occasionally 
matches up with motivation (as 
when Salome and Tripolina slug 
it out on the morning of the 
proposed assassination, 
Tripolina thinking she can save 
her man by not waking him up in 
time), the film is genuinely 
affecting. Love and Anarchy is 
original enough to be worth see- 
ing, although it is bound to seem 
less so to anyone already familiar 
with Fellini’s Roma, The Confor- 
mist, The Spider’s Strategem, 
The Garden of the Finzi- 
Continis, and other movies 
about European _recrimination. 
But whatever originality Wert- 
muller’s film may have is 
counterbalanced by its also be- 
ing strangely tiring, the fever 
pitch constantly undercut by 
reflexiveness and the il- 
legitimacy of its methods. 
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UPTOWN SATURDAY 
NIGHT. Directed by Sidney 
Poitier. With Poitier, Bill 
Cosby, Harry Belafonte, Flip 
Wilson, Richard Pryor, and 
Calvin Lockhart. At the 
Beacon Hill and Savoy. 

In Manchild in the Promised 
Land, Claude Brown wrote that 
on Saturday night Harlem went 
crazy. Men would drink, boys 
would fight, and whitey’s up- 
tight downtown world would 
tremble. Saturday night was 
bust loose time, and in Uptown 
Saturday Night director Sidney 
Poitier, and black films in 
general, bust loose. ° 

Uptown’s makeshift plot sends 
Poitier and sidekick Cosby sail- 
ing through a sideshow world 
where everyone has a con. To 
retrieve a winning lottery ticket 
lost in a hold-up of the hippest 
gambling joint in the world, they 
wend their way through the 
byzantine corridors of jive. They 
meet Sharp-Eye Washington 
(played by Richard Pryor), the 
jumpiest and greediest dick in 
town. They meet Congressman 
Lincoln, Roscoe Lee Browne, 
who doffs his three-piece to don a 
dashiki when he discovers his 
lumpen constituents at his door. 


The Very Reverend Flip Wilson 
delivers a sermon on a text by 
Franklin Roosevelt: “‘Loose lips 
sink ships.’’ And Cosby and 
Poitier play the game, too, 
because it’s the only way to sur- 
vive. Cosby swallows audibly 
and enters a bad bar, announ- 
cing “I get mean when you mess 
with my green.” Poitier cons 
Harry Belafonte’s Godfather, not 
an easy thing to do when you’re 
confronted with a man who looks 
like Orson Welles mimicking 
Marlon Brando. It’s all loose as a 
goose and funny as hell. 

But Uptown Saturday Night is 
slightly flawed by Poitier’s direc- 
tion. He lets his tempo flag oc- 
casionally, and comedy demands 
precise, brisk timing. I think, 
however, that Poitier was more 
concerned with his people than 
with timing. He fills the screen 
with beautiful, interesting, ex- 
tremely human faces. The 
camera snuggles up to his 
characters, both major and 
minor, because Uptown is about 
the marvelous faces people wear 
in order to get by. 

Uptown is irresponsible. It 
doesn’t give white audiences 
“respectable’”’ black heroes, nor 
does it supply black audiences 


with fantasies and 
ubermenchen. Uptown is, dare I 
say it, a minstrel show — which 
may not be proper, but it’s a fine 
way to spend a Saturday night.

DIRTY MARY CRAZY 
LARRY. Produced by Norman 
T. Herman. Directed by John 
Hough. With Peter Fonda, 
Susan George, Adam Rourke, 
and Vic Morrow.

“Time is such a funny thing / 
You turn around it’s gone.”” This 
epiphanic gem from the theme 
song of Dirty Mary Crazy Larry 
is a perfect introduction to the 
film. The line’s rational content 
is, of course, nil, yet it reeks of a 
mindless ’60s vacuity. Back 
then, speeding across the open 
road with a broad and a buddy, 
dreaming of ‘‘busting out,”’ 
might have set our pre-literate 
communal hearts athrobbing. 
But they were invoked once too 
often, and now it’s gone both 
ludicrous and sour. 

This is not to say that Dirty 
Mary would have been a good 
film way bach when. It’s a 
stinker now and it would have 
smelled similarly then. It’s just 
that it’s so recognizable. Peter 
Fonda, wooden, washed up and 
washed out, is here as familiar as 
a childhood disease. Now he’s 
Larry, a presumptive stock car 
racer who robs a supermarket to 
finance a new car. The robbery, a 


vicious little heist that includes 
terrorizing the store manager’s 
family, quickly destroys any em- 
pathy for the character. The rest 
of the film is devoted to a mer- 
cilessly protracted and predic- 
table chase. 

Riding along with Fonda are 
his mechanic, played by Adam 
Rourke, and Dirty Mary, played 
by Susan George. Fonda and 
George bitch, no, whine at each 
other while the trio is hunted by 
Vic Morrow. They eventually 
run their car into a train and all 
three are wiped out. 

Fonda’s rebellious pose, which 
captured the youth audience of 
the ’60s by inviting it to par- 
ticipate in the baldness of his 
narcissism in Easy Rider, has 
become a revoltingly egotistical 
farce that’s embarrassing to 
watch. Unfortunately, director 
John Hough supplies no other 
entertainment. Adam Rourke is 
given no lines; Susan George is 
as annoying as Fonda in her role 
as a hippie half-wit. Hough in- 
vests the chase with all the ex- 
citement of a potato race. Final- 
ly, the film’s humor is uninten- 
tionally contained in the snappy 
patter between Fonda and 
George. Vide: 

She: J won’t come back. 

He: Is that a threat or a 

promise? 

Peter, you blew it.

Music: The Absurdity of Bowie’s Theatre

Here’s what it looked like: a 
simplified cityscape down which 
dripped lurid globs (blgod?), one 
of which oozed to the floor and 
formed a not very subtle crimson 
phallus about four feet high. Far 
above the stage was suspended a 
bridge with a railing and street 
lights that, it turned out, could 
descend to the floor. Shunted far 
to the right was a drably dressed 
band, not all of whose members 
were visible. (I later learned that 
two sax players and a Latin per- 
cussionist had been concealed 
behind the flats; I had assumed 
that the horns were on tape.) 
Flanked by iwo rather ob- 
noxiously jaunty singer/mimes 
who looked like bartenders at K- 
K-K-Katy’s, the star wore a 
queerly cut grey double-breasted 
suit with pointy shoulders, 
yellow hose, and red maryjanies. 
Halfway through the evening a 
small dark blotch of perspiration 
stained the seat of his pants, and 
it grew until it covered his entire 
drenched derriere, which he fre- 
quently wriggled. 

I begin with what it looked like 
because this, more than what it 
sounded like, was what 
mattered. ‘“He’s heading more 
for theatre,’’ Bowie’s pianist 
Mike Garson explained the next 
day, adding that “the band is a 
little unhappy about it, and dis- 
appointed as musicians, 
more than pit musicians, ob- 
viously.” But he added, “I think 
it matters not to Bowie, as Bowie 
being a solo artist who’s out 
there. He’s going over — smash. 
And that’s the main thing from 
the viewpoint of his manage- 
ment and himself .... It’s 
Bowie now, and his Elvis Presley 
trip, whereas Bowie and The 
Spiders was a different trip, 
*cause like I was part of the 
whole. thing visually.’’ At the 
Music Hall the band was not 
always part of the whole thing 
aurally either. In mid- 
performance, keyboard player 
and musical director Michael 
Kamen departed for Greece to 
see a production of a ballet he 
had scored. 

The sound was thick and

heavy. And it was frequently 
very exciting, although its very 
rock hardness made impossible 
any wit or rhythmic sophistica- 
tion. ‘‘Changes’’ lost all its 
charm, “Panic in Detroit” all its 
percussive, syncopated sizzle, 
“Width of the Circle” all its in- 
sinuating sexiness. Everything 
was blatant, everything tended 
to sludge, and after a while the 
lack of musical variation became 


rather tiresome. In general, the 
songs from Diamond Dogs came 
off the best, suggesting why 
Bowie’s new album is so un- 
satisfying: the music is designed 
for the stage, not stereo. 

Mike Garson is the only 
member of the new nameless 
band to have toured with Bowie 
previously. Kamen and guitarist 
Earl Slick are alumni of The 
New York Rock and Roll Ensem- 


bie. Slick appeared to have the 
requisite chops, but he had no 
presence whatsoever, which, in a 
context where appearances 
counted for so much, was unfor- 
tunate. Even when he was play- 
ing well he didn’t seem to be. 
English sessionmen Herbie 
Flowers and Tony Newman 
handled bass and drums, respec- 
tively, as they did on Diamond 
Dogs, acquitting themselves 
credibly but somewhat stiffly. 
Too often the tempos they set 
should have been slightly faster 
and more fluent. 

Although they had rehearsed 
for a solid month before hitting 
the road, onstage the musicians 
never coalesced into a band (how 
could they have, with three 
members hidden from view?), and 
a few songs fell completely apart 
as if none of them were listening 
to the others. Moreover, their 
situation was awkward and am- 
biguous. They weren’t part of the 
show, yet there they were (at 
least most of them). Bowie is 
considering concealing them 
altogether in the pit when he 
tours again in September. No 
doubt many would assail such a 
move as a contemptible aban- 
donment of rock, but Bowie’s 
current arrangement is clearly 
unworkable. Better outright 
theatre than this unconsum- 
mated marriage of two media, 
each of which often detracts 
from the other. 

Theatrics, or more precisely, 
spectacle, afforded the evening’s 
highlights as well as some of its 
lowpoints. Among the latter was 
the dramatization of ‘Cracked 
Actor,” for which Bowie donned 
shades and a red velvet cape, 
contemplated a skull as if it were 
Yorick’s, snakily flickered his 
tongue, and then simulated 
fellatio, lewdly thrusting the 
death’s-head at the microphone 
between his legs. It wasn’t sexy 
or even obscene, just cheap and 
tawdry. Much more provocative 
was “Sweet Thing,’’ which 
Bowie, wrapped in a trench coat 
and dragging on a cigarette, sang 
high up on the bridge. Here he 
was the cruiser in search of a 


pick-up, and the eroticism, 
though left almost entirely to the 
imagination, was far more strik- 
ing than his coy fondlings of his 
singer/ mimes. 

The concert’s climax, 
however, had nothing to do with 
sex. During “Space Oddity,” 
precariously perched on a tiny 
seat high above the stage, Bowie 
was suddenly projected out over 
the audience by means of a con- 
cealed boom, to startling effect. 
He sang the rest of the song into 
a dummy telephone, hanging in 
space perhaps fifteen feet above 
those in the front rows. It was a 
stunning coup de theatre, and 
also the occasion for Bowie’s 
finest acting. As Slick soloed 
Bowie examined his nails with 
exquisite feigned nonchalance, 
in a masterful exhibition of 
arrogance and control. 

One of the performance’s 

shortcomings was that instead of 
being subordinated to an overall 
conception, the skits were simply 
plopped here and there without 
regard to pacing or rhythm; and 
with the band in the 
background, it was left entirely 
to Bowie to hold the evening 
together. To his credit, he did a 
fine job. Now that ‘he no longer 
teeters on ungainly platforms, he 
moves about freely and enticing- 
ly. If some of the poses he struck, 
particularly those that seemed 
inspired by pharaonic friezes and 
Chubby Checker’s limbo rock, 
were grotesque, the variety of his 
attitudes was fascinating. 
Menacing, seductive, frail, ex- 
uberant, good-natured, cold- 
blooded, Bowie was always com- 
manding and compelling. I 
couldn’t take my eyes off him, 
which was fortunate because my 
ears were occasionally offended. 
Hoarse at the tail-end of the 
tour, Bowie sang/shouted the 
pounding numbers quite effec- 
tively, but he couldn’t do justice 
to material which called for more 
sensitive phrasing and _inflec- 
tion. Despite the evening’s 
deficiencies, however, despite 
Bowie’s far from perfect yoking 
of rock to theatre, the star dazzl- 
ed as few performers do. 





Radio’s Shrinking Sound

To hear the promotion men for 
the record companies tell it, it’s 
becoming harder to get records 
played on the big Top 40 radio 
stations in Boston than it would 
be to have Alice Cooper play at a 
White House ball. 


“Boston, along with San Fran- 
cisco, used to be the break-out 
market for singles,” complained 
Tony Marino, the Boston liaison 
between promotion and sales for 
the Warner/Elektra- 
Asylum/Atlantic group of labels. 
“Now the Top 40 stations just 
follow the stations in other 
cities.” 

Tight playlists (a playlist con- 
tains the “hit” records that a 
Top 40 station limits itself to air- 
ing each week) have been a com- 
plaint of record companies ever 
since the Top 40 format was. 
developed in the late ’50s to en-~ 
tice audiences with a carefully 
selected grouping of the most 
popular singles in a city. It was a 
rather parochial complaint, 
since record company practice 
was to deluge stations with hun- 
dreds of records each week, 
following the philosophy first at- 
tributed to Capitol Records of 
“throwing singles against the 
wall to see if they would stick.” 


The record company concern 
has acquired more validity in the 
past nine months or so. Playlists 
at the large Top 40 stations like 
WRKO, WVBF-FM, and 
WMEX — the first, second and 
third most-listened to Top 40 





stations in the area — have 
shrunk from the old 40 most pop- 
ular songs to 29 (with album 
cuts) at WVBF, and to 27 at 
WRKO. The situation at MEX 
is a little looser; the station is 
trying to tempt a wider audience 
by experimenting every so often 


‘with unknown songs. 


And things seem to be getting 
worse. At WABC in New York 
City, one of the bellwether 
stations in the country, the 
playlist is now down to only 14 
records, and the rumor in 
programing circles is that the 
playlist may soon dip to 20 at 
RKO. 

The reason for the reduced 
playlists seems to be a simple 
one. Stations playing fewer 
records and adopting the “all- 


hits” formula are proving to be 
m pulgz. “Their ratings, as 
judged by the all-powerful Ar- 


bitron and Pulse radio surveys, 
are going up, and higher ratings, 
as any program director will tell 
you, mean higher advertising 
rates. 

The trend toward shorter 
playlists is based on the assump- 
tion that people are constantly 
flitting about the dial from one 
station to another to find their 
favorite songs. This process is 
called “‘dial-out” in radio jargon, 
and it is a very important con- 
cept, at least to the small 
number of frenetic people who 
make their living from radio. 
The theory is this: if someone 
hears a song they like, they’ll 


naturally leave the dial on 
that station. And since the songs 
that most people like at a given 
moment are by definition the 
“hits,”’ a station that plays only 
the hits which have already 
proven themselves conclusively 
through national sales or air- 
play on other stations will ex- 
perience less of the dreaded dial- 
out than a station that takes a 
chance with a new song. 

To John Gillis, the program 
director at WVBF, it’s the music 
that’s at fault. “The top five 
songs in Billboard have been at 
the same place for eleven weeks 
not because they’re that great, 
but because nothing has come 
along to knock them down.” Or, 
as the general manager at RKO 
said to the promo man for a 
leading record label, “Look at 
the shit you’re offering us now.” 

It’s possible that “Midnight at 
the Oasis” or “For the Love of 
Money” are inferior to “Stone 
Soul Picnic’’ and ‘‘Sugar, 
Sugar,” though I don’t happen to 
think so. At any rate it’s rather 
hard to believe that the music 
has gotten so poor that radio 
stations have been forced to 
reduce playlists to take in the 
slack. It seems more plausible, 
as the record companies believe, 
that the more profitable com- 
mercial formula of “‘all-hit” 
music is motivating the change. 

WRKO takes elaborate pains 
to pick their records. The music 
director for the Boston station, 
Marie Wright, listens to the hun- 


dred or so new records she 
receives each week, and then, by 
calling retailers such as New 
England Music City and 
Soundscope, checks the sales 
popularity of those few shé likes. 
She notes whether secondary 
stations in outlying towns are 
playing any of the records, 
whether they have been included 
on the playlists of major stations 
in cities like New York and 
Philadelphia, and whether they 
reached the upper levels of the 
**Hot 100’? charts compiled 
weekly in national trade 
magazines like Billboard. She 
next gets on the phone to the 
RKO national music director in 
LA, who has been duplicating 
the research process on a 
national level. Together they 
decide which two or three new 
songs to “go on’”’ for the week. 

Promotion men and radio peo- 
ple from other stations in Boston 
claim that RKO is really 
programmed from Los Angeles. 
Marie Wright tends to 
emphasize her local autonomy, 
and it does seem plausible that 
regional tastes can make a 
difference in the RKO system. 

In practice this autonomy is 
tightly controlled anyway, 
because centralized hit selection 
has certain advantages. “There 
is almost no way,” said Bruce 
Johnson, the head of the RKO 
broadcasting network, ‘‘for 
payola to get involved in our set- 
up because the jocks can’t pick a 
record, nor can the local music 
director or program director un- 
ilaterally go on some record 
without having actual substan- 
tive proof that the record is going 
to be a hit.” 


So along with the commercial 
popularity of the Top 40, Top 30, 
Top 20 formula, the fear of 
payola is offered as a reason for 
reduced playlists. This is es- 
pecially true of radio chains like 
RKO or ABC — they are part of 
larger corporations that are wary 
of being tainted by messy public 
scandals involving their sub- 
sidiaries. 

At WVBF-FM, which has edg- 
ed out WMEX in the ratings 
over the last few years, songs are 
not programmed from LA but 
the playlist is still tight. A new 
record doesn’t necessarily have 
to be a hit on another station 
first, but it must at least be 
familiar. A tune by Aerosmith 
has often been played, for in- 
stance, but that’s because they 
are a Boston group and are 
known to concert-goers. If John 
Gillis takes an occasional chance 
ona new record by an unknown 
group and receives no immediate 
response, it is quickly dropped. 

All of this makes it ap- 
preciably harder for new groups 
and unknown artists to make it. 
The Boston head of sales for a 
major West Coast label summed 
it up: “There are eight or nine 
stations nationwide that deter- 
mine what becomes a hit or what 
doesn’t. RKO is certainly one of 
these places. Each of these 
stations averages 30 titles on 
their playlist. So if they add 
about three titles a week, that 
will amount to a little over 150 
new records in a year’s time. 
Now 70-90 percent are probably 
by established artists like 
Chicago or Paul Simon, right? 
So where does that leave the lit- 
tle guy?”

BOBBY “BLUE” BLAND. 
Paul’s Mall. 

A lot has changed for Bobby 
“Blue” Bland in the past year, 
not the least of which is his three 
appearances in Boston over that 
time. Prior to October, the blues 
singer’s blues singer hadn’t been 
in this position relative to the 
Mason-Dixon Line for some 15 
years. But there’ve been other 
changes for Mr. Bland, too, most 
notably his contract with ABC 
Records, a marked departure 
from his 20 years of artistically 
spendid obscurity with Duke 
Records, a Houston-based 
“race” label. ABC has landed 
B.B. King’s one-time chauffeur 
television time on Midnight 
Special, prominent ads in 
periodicals like this one, and 
generally taken him across the 
tracks. Unfortunately, the com- 
pany, in the person of L.A. whiz 
kid producer Steve Barri, has 
also changed Bland’s hauntingly 
emotional “blues ballad” style 
beyond recorded recognition. 

Thankfully, though, not 
everything about Robert Calvin 
Bland has changed, as was evi- 
dent at Paul’s Mall. The ill- 
advised arrangements on his 
newly-released record (Dreamer, 
ABC DSX 50169) were nowhere 
to be found. It was still the Bobby 
Bland Revue in the Boylston St. 
basement — a 12-piece band and 
a Bland singing protege to warm 
up the crowd, as he would do ina 
small Southern town. And the 
man himself, master bluesician 
with the horn-like voice, a con- 
summate pro. He did both the 
blues standards he’s converted 
to trademarks — “Stormy Mon- 
day,”’ “Driftin’ Blues,” “St. 
James Infirmary” — and the 
Duke hits that gave him in- 
fluence even where his name was 


not known — “I Pity the Fool,” 
“Share Your Love With Me,” 
“Turn on Your Lovelight.’ 
Bland continues to find 
guitarists deft beyond John 
Mayall’s dreams: Mel Brown is 
thé latest in the line that’s in- 
cluded obscure but influential 
virtuosi like Wayne Bennett and 
Fenton Robinson. 

The key to the Paul’s Mall 
appearance, though, was the 
audience the club attracted. 
Bland’s casual churchy style 
would be lost on a white crowd. 
Bland, in his element, has un- 
spoken rapport. He sings for the 
couples at front tables, jokes 
about Southern origins. ‘Yes, 
I’m from behind the Curtain,” 
he says, referring to the Mason- 
Dixon line. “A little place ain’t 
even on the map.” 

None of that will be found on 
Dreamer, wherein the Bland 
style is lost to the competing, not 
complementary, studio 
musicians. Producer Steve Barri 
reminds me of the architect of 
the new addition to the Boston 
Public Library — he could not be 
content to recognize fully polish- 
ed greatness and build on it.

THE MARK HARVEY- 
CLAUDIO RODITI ALL- 
STARS BIG BAND. 
M.V. Provincetown, Boston 
Harbor. 

Improbable as it sounds, a four 
month-old local big band is one 
of Boston’s most popular jazz at- 
tractions. Trumpeters Mark 
Harvey, who once led a “new 
music” quartet, and Claudio 
Roditi, whose Latin post- 
boppish sextet, Coisa Nova, is 
another-current favorite among 
the city’s listeners, had no idea 
when their 17-piece group began 
to rehearse in March that they 


would rapidly become something 
of an institution. Harvey is a 
minister and Roditi is from 
Brazil, so it’s only fitting that 
the band is ecumenical in its 
programming (charts from 
Ellington, Basie, Herman, and 
Quincy Jones are featured) and 
international in its personnel 
(the sections are currently filled 
with Peruvians, Japanese, 
Israelis and Frenchmen, as well 
as several Americans). With very 
little publicity, the band drew 
420 listeners aboard the 
Provincetown to hear a recrea- 
tion of the dance cruises that 
brought the early forms of this 
music up the Mississippi. 

I've heard the band sound 
better as an ensemble. Perhaps 
the three summer replacements 
made intonation problems un- 
avoidable, or maybe it was simp- 
ly the motion of the ocean — the 
sections clearly jelled as the 
bandsmen got their sea legs. But 
the soloists keep getting better 
each time out. Roditi is a 
beautiful, lyrical player, -who 
was offset nicely by the more un- 
conventional lines of fellow 
trumpeter Skip Potter. John 
Licata and the rest of the trom- 
bones attacked their solo spots 
ferociously, while the reed sec- 
tion placed heavy emphasis on 
the versatile voices of Bill 
Drewes, Bill Thompson and 
Steve Catalano. Driving the 
whole aggregation was drummer 
Herbie King. 

A cruise ship isn’t the ideal 
location to hear music, but the 
view of the Harbor Islands at 
night was fascinating and the 
deck proved more than adequate 
for both listening and dancing. 
Landlubbers can find the band 
at Debbie’s, of course, every 
Monday.

NICHOLAS AND TRUDI 
VAN SLYCK. 
Kresge Auditorium, M.I.T. 


After a while one simply gave 
in. The senses were disarmed by 
the unthreatening regularity of it 
all, as if it were distant surf ap- 
prehended on the threshold of 
one’s consciousness. 


But this was “The Art of the 
Fugue” by Johann Sebastian 
Bach, and one should have been 
aware of such matters as, in a 
certain triple fugue, E minor 
moving waywardly to D minor to 
C minor to C major to A minor to 
E minor. The fault did not lie 
directly in the two-piano perfor- 
mance by Nicholas and Trudi 
van Slyck, which was alert and 
steady and clear; it’s more that 
time and social arrangements 
have moved on. Bach’s collection 
of scientifically arranged fugues 
continues to embody the divine 
order of the universe, as adver- 
tised, but there was something 
high-toned, silly and irrelevant 
about a lot of people sitting 
around in an air-conditioned 
auditorium at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology listening to the 
whole thing. “The Art of the 
Fugue,”’ didactic and abstract as 
it is, was meant to be performed, 
though privately, on any handy 
keyboard, with the player choos- 
ing as many fugues at a time as 
he wanted. So this is one of those 
instances where the sociology of 
performance has to be invoked as 
explanation for one’s response. 
Otherwise, one sits there, as I 
did, feeling overpowered, even- 
tually copping out by letting the 
canons and fugues serve as a 
cerebral emollient. 


Obviously, the people who put 
on M.I.T.’s chamber music 
festival do not aim low. Nor 
should they. Kresge’s acoustics 
in many places are wonderfully 
clear, the concerts are free, and, 
since a few weeks ago an ex- 
cellent young pianist filled in in 
an emergency, there is a pleasant 
air of serendipity about the 


enterprise.

LEO KOTTKE et al. 
The Performance Center. 

Kottke’s decision to play only 
one show hurt everyone concern- 
ed. The Performance Center was 
oversold and uncomfortable, so 
the audience got edgy and a little 
drunk and didn’t listen to him. 
Plus two supporting acts were 
engaged to fill up the time. Ina 
May Wool’s new five-piece band 
was about two pieces too large 
for the intimate and emotional 
set she started to do, so she 
switched to rowdy blues stan- 
dards. Between sets, Bob 
McCarthy, a solo act, competed 
for the audience’s total inatten- 
tion with the Loggins & Messina 
tape, which he sounded much 
like. 

Kottke was blissfully unaware 
of this, assuming a rapport with 
the audience that just wasn’t 
there. He was sufficiently at ease 
to make one think it was no per- 
formance, merely Leo back on 
the farm practicing his chops. 
Said chops come from many 
sources. He stole one lick, he 
claimed, from blooze picker John 
Hammond (who is now so bad 
that he sounds like he’s stealing 
from Bob Seger, who stole from 
him in the first place) which, if 
he’d been backed up by stacks of 
Marshall amplifiers, would have 
made of him a boogying hairy 
nuisance and health hazard. 

But he played his standards, 
and they all went down sweeter 
than wine: “June Bug’”’ with the 
jittery slide, “Jesu Joy of Man’s 
Desiring,” the frail “Louise.” 
His version of “Eight Miles 
High” was rampant with im- 
aginative picking, and when he 
went into his signature tune, 
“Hear the Wind Howl,” the 
rafters shook with applause. 
Despite all the trouble he goes to 
not to be noticed, Kottke is a 
much-appreciated performer.

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Marion Brown: 
EARTH FLYING (Impulse 
AS-9275) 

The six musicians who appear 
on Sweet Earth Flying were 
assembled in Boston by Brown 
this past March and recorded at 
Intermedia Studios. Two years 
in residence at Bowdoin College 
in Brunswick, Me. kept Brown 
removed from his peers, but the 
distance that normally separates 
him from these men — pianist 
Muhal Richard Abrams, 
drummer Steve McCall from 
Chicago, bassist James Jeffer- 
son, pianist Paul Bley from New 
York and narrator-percussionist 
Bill Hasson from New England 
— was never suggested in the 
recording studio. The rhythm 
section had done a couple of con- 
certs with Marion in Maine, and 
the others flew East solely for the 
recording, yet the music flows 
with such ease that all might 
have been playing together for 
months. Everything went down 
straightaway, with no com- 
plications, much more easily, ac- 
cording to Steve McCall, than on 
Geechee Recollections (the 
previous Brown album done at 
Intermedia). A five hour session, 
for example, was set aside for the 
first half of the album, but only 
two hours were needed. 

Such total comfort and agree- 
ment shine through the playing. 
The leader was a central figure in 
the advanced free music of mid- 
sixties New York; later he began 
collaborating with like-minded 
Chicagoans, with results closer 
to that city’s AACM bands.Now 
the saxophonist blends the two 
feelings, New York energy- 
blowing and Chicago energy- 
form, with other recent sounds 
for spice (the use of two electric 
keyboards simultaneously 
recalls Miles Davis). The result 
is one of the most inspired and

challenging recordings in many 
months. Brown plays alto on the 
first side (‘‘Sweet Earth 
Flying’’), soprano on the second 
(“Eleven Light City”), and even 
in his most passionate moments, 
he retains the tough lyricism 
that has always marked his 
work. 

The general outline is different 
on each side, four distinct 
“‘movements”’ and one con- 
tinuous evolving form; the high 
level of writing/improvisation is 
consistent. Hasson’s ‘Prince 
Willie” narration is more relax- 
ed, less mannered than his 
appearance on Geechee. McCall, 
another old associate, is complex 
yet collaborative, as always; his 
moment for recognition as one of 
the best drummers is long over- 
due. ‘‘Sweet Earth’’ is a 
beautiful Brown theme initially 
examined by Bley (his Fender 
Rhodes sounding like a kalimba) 
and then, at side’s end, by 
Abrams (acoustic, equally 
moving). The current atten- 
tion being paid to other, more 
accessible jazz keeps this music 
in the underground: Marion 
recently visited his native Atlan- 
ta but can’t imagine playing 
there, and listener interest was 
little better in Maine. He moves 
to Wesleyan in the fall, to con- 
tinue studying and hopefully to 
find more playing opportunities. 
His new album reaffirms that in- 
difference is unable to stifle 
great music.

MARTHA REEVES(MCA-414) 

Martha Reeves’s comeback 
album is all the more disappoin- 
ting because she has suffered so 
many bad breaks and is so deser- 
ving of a second chance at 
success. I’m biased: I fell in love 
with Martha during a long after- 
noon four years ago and she still 
has my heart. But after a 
struggle, integrity won out over 
infatuation; I’m sorry to say that 
producer Richard Perry’s latest 
extravaganza comes a cropper. 

The very first track, Van 
Morrison’s “Wild Night,” shows 
why. Fueled by one of Martha’s 
best vocals, it rocks emphatical- 
ly and evokes the ardor of “‘Dan- 
cin’ in the Streets.” But the 
gaudy arrangement is too ob- 
trusively snazzy. Why must a 
synthesizer interrupt to quote 
Peter, Paul & Mary’s “I Dig 


Rock ’n’ Roll Music?’ Such 
business draws attention to itself 
and away from Martha. Instead 
of showcasing Martha’s voice, 
Perry competes with it. Why are 
all the charts so top-heavy with 
horns? Martha’s vocals have all 
the brass that is necessary, and 
Perry ought to learn that less can 
be more, as even a cursory com- 
parison of Perry’s elephantine 
version of “Ain’t That Peculiar” 
to the slim Motown original 
reveals. 

Perry’s grandiose style is 
tailored for extremely limited 
performers such as Ringo and 
Carly Simon, who need to be 
tricked up. Martha should be 
able to carry her own weight, but 
the production is so over- 
burdening that she hasn’t a 
prayer. I’m reminded of the 
stripper with 100” bustline: the 
show is simply seeing if she can 
stand up. Perry’s predilection for 
overkill — every track a bravura 
show-stopper — results in music 
as spectacular but as hollow as a 
silicone-bloated bosom. 

The album bears Martha’s 
name, however, and she must 
shoulder part of the blame. It 
hurts to admit it, but her voice is 
not what it once was. It has 
deepened and settled, losing not 
only its upper register and much 
of its former flexibility but also 
its fierce intensity. Now Martha 
cannot bring to “I’ve Got to Use 
My Imagination’’ Gladys 
Knight’s desperate intensity, 
even though her classic 
“Nowhere to Run” was an over- 
powering expression of precisely 
this emotion. Her “Many Rivers 
to Cross” pales beside Lorraine 
Ellison’s version of the Jimmy 
Cliff song: Martha begins strong- 
ly but is unable to take the song 
anywhere, whereas Lorraine’s 
vocal mounts to a shattering 
climax. 

All in all, Martha Reeves is a 
sad occasion. It’s better to go 
back and listen to “Come Get 
These Memories.”

Bob Dylan / The Band 
BEFORE THE FLOOD 
(Asylum AB201) 

They say every man can be 
replaced, and nowadays Dylan is 
not unique. His old imagery has 
so long been part of our culture 
that we take it for granted: the 
once-sharp edges have acquired 
the blurred look of complacency. 
His recent work has been so in- 
ferior that it makes talk of “the 
next Dylan” almost mandatory. 
Nothing is left to do with him, 








then, than to make him a cliche 
of the times, A Sha Na Na of 
social commentary. 


What’s worse is to see Dylan 
willingly perpetuate his now 
debasing role. But there it is — 
his tour was too big to confront, 
too spectacular to question. He 
broke his self-imposed exile, not 
cautiously, but leaping into 
David Geffen’s show window, 
knocking on Heaven’s door. Peo- 
ple grumbled, “‘He’s only in it for 
the money,” knowing it wasn’t 
true, but also sensing a 
fraudulence about the tour. 


But let us not chase 
sophistries. In my judgment, the 
music on this album would not 
have measured up even if the 
tour’s motives had been Simon 
pure. The Band are not a backup 
group any more; Robbie Robert- 
son refused to play on John 
Wesley Harding for that very 
reason. Their finely-honed sen- 
sitivities quickly dull against the 
raucous, devil-may-care perfor- 
mances of the earlier songs, as 
Dylan just ploughs ahead and 
strums louder and worse. 
Dylan’s voice sounds like 
molasses, sickly sweet and self- 
aggrandizing. He sings ‘‘You 
walk into the room / With your 
pencil in your hand” like it was 
“Everybody must get stoned.” 
His revision of the words to 
“Rainy Day Women #12 and 35” 
will embarrass anyone who has 
ever smoked a joint. 


The Dylan solo tracks include 
a smug version of “Just Like a 
Woman” with some truly inde- 
cent vocals; otherwise they’re as 
valuable as the Bangla Desh 
takes. The Band’s cuts fare a 
mite better, including a 
reasonable new Robbie Robert- 
son song, “Endless Highway,”’ 
but only an exceptional Band 
cultist would want to wade 
through the album just for that. 
From the first cheesy rendition 
you heard on the radio (and 
figured it was a particularly bad 
cut, and were wrong) to the 
dumb graphic on the back cover 
(the musclebound figure waiting 
for the alleged flood), this album 
is nothing more than an expen- 
sive souvenir program. You 
probably weren’t there, so what 
do you care?

Hugh Masekela: I AM NOT 
AFRAID (Chisa 6015) 

Hugh Masekela recently mov- 
ed to Africa to revitalize his 
already energetic music and get 
closer to his roots. He has done 





that, and in the process has con- 
tributed to the merging of many 
musical forms. He now seems in- 
tent on uniting his jazz elements 
with a popular feeling: by 
transplanting himself in Africa, 
adding African percussion and 
vocals, he has greatly broadened 
his appeal. 

His move to populism is too 
complete to be an accident. If 
any one artist unites jazz and 
agrarian interests, it’s Masekela. 
Not that he’s creating agrarian / 
jazz (or even soulful sprouts) — 
far from it. He’s actively engaged 
in the destruction of labels. His 
material and lyrics have a warm 
accessibility; there is a 
resemblance to such groups as 
Earth, Wind and Fire, and Malo. 
At times, the group can sound 
like an L.A. soul band, with 
trumpet at lead instead of 
guitar. 

But the lyrics to songs like 
“Been Such a Long Time Gone,” 
speaking of a trek across the 
Sahara, set a nice contrast to the 
more traditional soul material 
usually associated with the in- 
strumentation. The multi- 
dubbed, blowing chorus of 
trumpets points in another pop- 
ulist direction, that of Mexican 
mariachi bands. 

Although there is nothing 
political in any of his work, there 
is definitely something 
socialistic in it in the best sense 
of the word. Masekela’s songs are 
songs of union and contentment. 
“In the Market Place’ evokes 
the mood of a public place in 
Africa, Latin America, or Asia; 
“Jungle Jim,” an instrumental, 
draws together two related but 
widely separated cultures. 
Beginning with a simple rhythm 
and blues chugger, Masekela 
lightly adds his trumpet, 
minutely slipping out of his 
soulful stylings into a more 
stately, evocative African mode, 
while a chorus of voices enters, 
chanting something that sounds 
African but also suggests 
American Indian music. 

“African Secret Society,” a 
charming celebration of the way 
in which African girls are raised, 
could be a big AM hit in this 
country, especially in the 
Midwest, where Women’s Lib 
isn’t so strong. Masekela gives 
indications of going further; he 
moves very subtly, whether 
writing or soloing, and one 
suspects, hearing this record, 
that he has deliberately left 
himself room to grow.

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Theatre: Too Young for Death

DEATH OF A SALESMAN by 
Arthur Miller. Directed by 
Sherwood Collins. At the Tufts 
Arena Theatre through August 
3 


Despite some fast-fading 
agitation in the ’60s, America 
still seems to be snoozing 
through the same phony dream 
that set Willy Loman to sucking 
on the basement gas pipes back 
in 1948. So ‘‘Death of a 
Salesman” really hasn’t lost 
much of its power in the ensuing 
years, even though English 
teachers have spent so many 
monotonous hours jawing it to 
death that the whole idea has 
come to seem stale — “Oh Jesus, 
Willy Loman again?” And your 
spirit balks, as if you’d just been 
asked to take the SATs over 
again or to memorize all the 
state capitals. What a damn 
shame it is that this great 
American expose has been 
reduced to a lot of yawns and 
high-school babble, not to men- 
tion that dull, dull debate over 
whether Willy Loman is as tragic 
as all the glorious Greek hatchet 
murderers. 

Well, Willy is back at the 
rubber tube again, this time at 
the Tufts Arena Theatre, in a 
flawed but not unsatisfying 
production wherein Willy is 
about 38, Linda 25, and everyone 
has powdered hair. A tragedy of 
age and exhaustion is particular- 
ly hard for the audience to bleed 
over in such circumstances, but 
one as startlingly real, as “next 
door’’-ish as ‘‘Death of a 
Salesman’’ is unusually 
troublesome. One could accept 
the powdered noggins, I suppose, 
and the eyebrow-penciled crows’ 
feet, but the requirement that 
the young actors portray older 
characters in a starkly realistic 
play without resorting to tricks 
seems most unfair — unfair to 
them, to the audience in the tiny 
Tufts theatre (where every slip 
shows) and certainly to Arthur 
Miller. But then, you won’t see 
“Death of a Salesman” at the 
Cape Cod Melody Tent — just 
old actors. 

Not surprisingly, the 
characters who make out best in 
the Tufts production are the dis- 
appointing sons of the salesman. 


Mark D. Swiney as the 
philandering Happy and 
William Frankline Hutson as the 
more sensitive Biff do such ad- 
mirable work that “Death of a 
Salesman” becomes, in this in- 
stance, their play. The central 
dilemma is theirs — whether to 
lie down and live for their well- 
meaning boob of a dad just 
because he’s sacrificed for them 
or, as they accept the burden of 
betrayal, to turn their backs on 
him, his self-delusions and his 
flimsy dream. The frustration is 
that there is no way to make the 
old man understand: he’s too full 
of Andrew Carnegie propaganda. 

Norman Goodman, who plays 
Willy, doesn’t do anything that 
is specifically wrong — he just 
isn’t up to the role. He gives us 
about one-quarter of Willy 
Loman: the childlike side of the 
gladhanding salesman “riding 
on a smile and a shoeshine.” 
Elsewhere, much of Goodman’s 
portrayal is just surface. He isn’t 
bone-weary; he isn’t close to 
cracking. In fact, there is no ap- 
preciable difference between the 
character contemplating suicide 
to provide a premium for his 
adored, much-indulged, but 
never understood son and the 
Willy of 17 years before, enacted 
in the flashback sequences. 

The muddy transitions aren’t 
helped any by Director 
Sherwood Collins’s decision to 
set all sequences outside the 
Loman household in a tiny space 
that must serve as back yard, 
background, restaurant, 
cemetery, the Parker House and 
about three different offices and 
waiting rooms. The characters in 
these sequences appear to be 
more concerned with transpor- 
ting scenery than with realizing 
their scenes. I had thought that 
only Brother Ben was off to catch 
a train. 

Perhaps the most difficult role 
in this uniquely American saga 
of warped values never-set- 
straight is that of the long- 
suffering Mrs. Salesman. 
Especially for a young actress, 
middle age is elusive to capture, 
and in her eager saintliness Jan 
Lewis seems more childlike than 
Willy. She is appropriately 
steadfast but lacks Linda 


Loman’s depth and ferocity. 
This Linda is a proverbial silver- 
lining searcher, a little dippy, 
almost dense. But this un- 
derstanding lump of unquestion- 
ing love and loyalty is also the 
American Dreamwoman. She 
consciously chooses her role, 
because keeping the peace at any 
cost — along with making good 
coffee and being quiet — is what 
is expected of her. Arthur Miller 
probably thought she was 
wonderful. It’s no wonder all the 
men in the play are such a mess. 
ANYTHING GOES, By Cole 
Porter. At the Center for the 
Performing Arts in Somerville. 
Closed. 

In recent years summer-stock 
musical productions have often 
featured big-name stars who 
weren’t singers. So it’s refreshing 
that this production used little- 
known yet excellent singers who, 


in a tiny area and using a 
minimum of props, recreated the 
lush and zany atmosphere of 
Porter’s 1934 musical farce. 

Set on a ship going from New 
York to London, the story tells of 
Billy, a stowaway pursuing his 
insipid ladylove, and Reno, an 
ex-evangelist turned nightclub 
starlet, who’s pursuing the in- 
sipid girl’s British fiance. To 
these are added a snooty rich 
Mama; a hood (Public Enemy 
No. 13) disguised as a minister; 
his gum-snapping heart-of-gold 
lady companion; Reno’s en- 
tourage (four chorus girls called 
the Fallen Angels); a drunk, and 
assorted sailors. Punctuated by 
great Porter standards (‘“You’re 
the Top,” “Let’s Misbehave,” “I 
Get A Kick Out of You,” and of 
course the title song), the plot 
winds its way with marvelously 
inane complications into the 


finale, wherein everyone is ap- 
propriately and tunefully paired. 

One of the delights of Porter 
musicals is the author’s gift for 
mocking the genre even as he ex- 
ploits it to the fullest, and 
this frothy production, ably 
directed by Van McLeod, cap- 
tured that self-satire without 
degenerating into camp. The 
cast as a whole was good; es- 
pecially fine, vocally and 
otherwise, were Sean Hartley as 
Billy and Marta Jansch as the 
lady gangster. Also notable were 
Marilyn Bass as Reno, Michael 
Maroney as the hood, and Teresa 
Link as the simpy ladylove of 
Billy. 

The Center will be doing 
several more ‘‘Somerstock”’ 
productions in the coming 
weeks; one eagerly hopes that 
they are as splendid as this one.

(4 per Chateau) and includes a 
luxurious apartment overlooking 
Boston harbor, and a personal 
car. The lucky stars are ex- 
pected, of course, to pull their 
weight in the P.R. department, 
and they provide a never-ending 
string of co-hosts for Sonya 
Hamlin. This is supposedly good 
for everybody, but especially for 
the Chateaux: business for 
“Lovers and Other Strangers” 
doubled after Barry Nelson did 
time on Sonya Hamlin. 

Some “stars” have a larger 
pandering capacity than others. 
George Maharis went so far as to 
follow up his performance in 
“Six Rms Riv Vu” with a folksy 
little curtain speech about how 
dinner theatre is just the cat’s 
meow and will soon take over the 
world, or some such garbage. 
(Most of what he said about the 
“potential” of dinner theatre as 
a regional mecca, a patron-saint 
for local playwrights, was later 
repeated by Roberts, so I suspect 
it’s “party line.’’?) Maharis, 
however, is of the opinion that 
“you can’t let yourself become 
public property. “The public’ 


doesn’t want you to, it removes. 
the edge of romance.”’ Hence you 
do not find him in the lobby after 
the show, displaying his spouse, 
his crow’s feet, or signing 
autographs like Virginia 
Graham. 

Virginia Graham, playing at 
the Framingham Chateau de 
Ville in “Butterflies Are Free,” 
has made a career out of being 
‘‘just folks.’’ Her greatest 
moments don’t occur during the 
course of the play but after the 
denouement, when Virginia 
returns for a little “girl talk” 
with the audience. This 
monologue jumps with amazing 
dexterity, from gushing over the 
co-stars to eliciting applause for 
her 39 years of marriage and the 
way she licked cancer (“ ‘Ter- 
minal’ is only for airports.”) 
Even husband “Harry” is farm- 
ed in for the occasion to take a 
bow. 

The Chateaux de Ville may be 
packaging malarkey, but one 
can’t help admiring the 
systematic way in which they go 
about it. They are proud of their 
business, particularly that cer- 
tain “stars” will work dinner 
theatre exclusively for them. 
Producer Roberts watchdogs the 
budget and the one-week rehear- 
sal schedule. Directors are given 
a day-by-day plan of attack and 


are expected to maneuver to a 
given destination by the time the 
Equity clock runs out on each 
rehearsal day. Sitting in on 
rehearsal is like touring IBM — 
no temperamental pique; no ar- 
tistic blocks or breakthroughs; 
just a job to do, and they do it. 

The young, the hip and the 
groovy should stand forewarned 
that the small portion of the 
Chateau de Ville crowd under 
forty — well under forty — 
is probably there because the 
babysitter finked out. The 
Chateau, in fact, has been 
described as the perfect place to 
take your mother for her birth- 
day — they even cook up a cake. 
However, even a mother’s loving 
presence is not guaranteed to 
cushion the impact of dinner 
theatre on a sensitive psyche. 

But there is an element of the 
population for whom mass 
culture holds a perverse fascina- 
tion. If you fall into this strange 
segment of the populus that, for 
amusement, reads the Ayds ads, 
knows how many times Audrey 
has been married on ‘General 
Hospital’ and to whom, and 
sends away for the Mark Eden 
self-helps advertised on the back 
pages of Photoplay Magazine, 
then Chateau de Ville is the ul- 
timate trip. The play’s not the 
thing; the place is. 
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Art: Black Mountain Revisited

In 1933, John Andrew Rice 
founded the now famous and 
now defunct Black Mountain 
College in North Carolina. The 
school was to be the compen- 
sating product of Rice’s dis- 
satisfaction with conventional 
education. At Black Mountain, 
students and faculty would live 
in adjoining quarters, and 
would, to some extent, share the 
responsibility for the college’s 
operation. (At the time of its 
founding, Black Mountain 
rented its buildings. Every 
summer, the buildings had to be 
vacated completely to make 
room for other tenants. This 
meant that the college had to be 
dismantled and reinstalled every 
year.) 


Rice believed in educating the — 


whole person, rather than just 
the student, but only in a situa- 
tion demanding total personal 
involvement. Black Mountain 
was his attempt to formulate 
such a situation. Students and 
faculty would live in adjoining 
quarters; there would be no 
grades or curriculum re- 
quirements; students would be 
free to do as they pleased provid- 
ed they did not shirk their 
responsibilities toward the tiny 
college community. There would 


be no Board of Trustees; the 
school was to be run openly by 
faculty and students together, 
and personhood would be valued 
above scholarship. Faculty 
members demonstrated their 
commitment to the idea just by 
accepting a job there, for the 
average annual salary in BMC’s 
early years was under $1000. 

Rice did not intend to found 
an art school, but he thought 
that art should have a central 
place at Black Mountain. In try- 
ing to find someone who could 
teach art the way he thought it 
should be taught, Rice asked the 
advice of Philip Johnson, the 
architect. Johnson recommend- 
ed Josef Albers, with one reser- 
vation — Albers spoke no 
English. 

Albers was not as widely 
known at the time as he is now. 
He and his wife, Anni, had been 
teaching at the Dessau Bauhaus 
in their native Germany. When 
the growing Nazi-influenced 
government forced the Bauhaus 
to close, the Albers decided to 
emigrate to America, having no 
idea how they would live when 
they arrived. Thé invitation from 
Black Mountain came at the 
right moment and Albers 
accepted it. 


The Dessau Bauhaus had not 
exactly been a German Black 
Mountain, but Albers was.used 
to the idea of integrating educa- 
tion with practical affairs — the 
hallmark of Bauhaus design was 
refined practicality. The ex- 
perimental aspects of Black 
Mountain appealed to Albers, 
especially the notion that art 
should be central to student life. 

The Busch-Reisinger Museum 
at Harvard is currently display- 
ing a small show called “Josef 
and Anni Albers and Their 
Students from Black Mountain 
College.” The show consists of 
representative paintings and 
graphics by Albers and textiles 
by his wife, along with samples 
of student work which Albers has 
donated to the Museum collec- 
tions. It is reasonable to assume 
that since Albers saved these 
particular student works, he 
must have thought them fairly 
successful in some respects. 

In his teaching at Black 
Mountain, Albers stressed the 
development of the individual’s 
ability to see and make choices. 
He did not believe in wasting 
materials and required students 
to make maximum use of what 
was available to them. The pre- 
sent show is recognizable as the 


work of a teacher and his 
students, but it is not as easy to 
infer just why Albers valued 
these student pieces enough to 
save them. 

Most of the student work is 
striking enough to see why an art 
teacher would consider it 
memorable. For example, there 
is an excellent ink drawing titled 
“Flowers and Chair,” which is so 
well done that it recalls 
Ellsworth Kelly’s plant 
drawings. 

A student named Ruth Asawa 
is prominently represented by 
several simple repetitive designs 
that give the illusion of warping 
the surface. What is clever about 
them is that they are done with 
rubber ink stamps on 
newspaper. The idea of repeti- 
tion is implicit in every ink 
stamp mark, making the 
repetitive pattern seem less ar- 
bitrary. And newspaper is a sur- 
face that has already been con- 
toured visually by the impres- 
sion of type in various styles and 
sizes. The hand-stamping is a 
way of reclaiming the paper sur- 
face for the artist’s purposes. 

Albers’s own work retains its 
characteristic pedagogical 
aspect; he always seems to be 
concentrating on some formal 
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point, as if he were a student 
himself. As a result, his work 
often seems rather cold and 
academic, with ‘‘personal 
touches” kept to a minimum. 
Still, it is a pleasure to see a cou- 
ple of hand-painted studies for 
his famous “Homage to the 
Square”’ series. In contrast to the 
graphic renditions of this series, 
these paintings seem almost 
funky. We can tell (or guess) 
that the color areas were not 
masked but shaped by Albers 
with a palette knife. With little 
flecks of white canvas showing 
through the troweled pigment, 
Albers’s self-effacement seems 
less severe. 

The weaving samples by Anni 
Albers and her students are at- 
tractive, even luxurious when 
you consider that some of them 
were intended as wall coverings, 
but they leave the non-weaver 
with little to think about except 
whether life in the 30s was really 
less dehumanized than it seems 
now. The notion that so much 
attention should be given to a 
wall covering, to background, 
seems distinctly uncontem- 
porary. Refreshing about these 
textiles is that they do not im- 
itate anything else, unlike the 
wall coverings one finds now not 
only in franchise restaurants but 
in peoples’ private living spaces. 
(The Albers show continues 
through mid-August.) 
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The‘most promising new rock band of 1973 
is keeping its promise.

Curious .and remarkable 
achievements come to pass in 
the relative darkness of 
anonymity. There are, after all, a 
million untold stories out there 
in this metropolis, even if the 
mass media conspire to make us 
believe each week that there are 
only one or two. 


The subject of one of these 
curious and remarkable stories 
can be found between the hours 
of eight and four any weekday in 
the basement of the State Street 
Bank in the Statler Hilton in 
Boston. William Pratt, at 57, has 
been vault manager of the bank 
for the last eight years. Sign in, 
please; one down, seven to go, 
Kitty. What is Mr. Pratt’s 
secret? 


Actually, it’s never been any 
secret to those who know him 
that Bill Pratt possesses perhaps 
the most extensive private 
newspaper and magazine clip- 
ping file in the country. He 
claims to have over 2 million 
clippings under 300 titles, 
amassed since 1935. His files are 
so numerous that many have to 
be stored at his sister’s house in 
Quincy. The rest are in his 
bedroom in Lynn, where he fills 
special topical scrapbooks on his 
drafting board, laying out each 
leaf like a newspaper page. Pratt 
has presented scrapbooks to each 
Massachusetts governor since 
1942 (except Peabody). He knew 
all the Kennedys, and they knew 
that he was chronicling their 
political careers. The day we sat 
and talked in his office, he had 
just clipped Robert Sherrill’s 
piece on Chappaquiddick from 
The New York Times Magazine. 
‘“‘Too many unanswered 
questions,”’ he mutters. Bill 
Pratt talks to Abe Rosenthal of 


the Times on the phone, and 
Tom Wicker. He shows me a 
copy of the entire Times front 
section the day John Kennedy 
was assassinated. That was the 
Times in which Wicker made the 
big league with a front-page 
story from Dallas. George 
Frazier used to call him up to ask 
him to find a back column of his, 
and once called him up to ask his 
opinion on a new publication, 
New Times. “New Times was a 
fraud from the beginning,” Pratt 
tells me. Frazier also called Pratt 
up to ask his opinion of People 
magazine. But did Frazier ever 
mention Pratt in his column? 
No, not once. “Frazier told me,” 
says Pratt, “““No one gives a shit 
about clippings.” 

There was one column about 
Pratt, written in 1943 by old 
Boston Herald columnist Bill 
Cunningham; Pratt had 
collected just about every word 
Cunningham had ever written. 
Then, in 1970, the State Street 
Bank newsletter contained a 
short piece on Bill. But that’s 
about all that has been printed 
about a man who’s devoted the 
best hours of a long life to 
reading, clipping, and organizing 
the most important news of our 
time. Already, lawyers and 
scholars have approached Pratt 
for permission to use his 
Watergate files. Doctor friends 
call up: “Bill, pull out your file 
on streptomycin.” Disgruntled. 
by lack of publicity, Pratt wrote 
up a press release about himself 
and sent it around to major 
publications last January, but 
no one was interested. I asked 
him why he thought Boston 
newspapers had failed to touch 
him. “Newspapers are jealous 
that someone would have such a 
good clippings file,’’ he replied. 


Pratt reads ten newspapers a 
day and periodicals ranging from 
The National Geographic to The 
New York Review of Books. He 
and his wife watch the newscasts 
from six to seven-thirty nightly, 
and often he tapes the audio por- 
tion and has a friend transcribe 
it for his files. After the news, he 
and his wife retire to their chairs 
to read until ten-thirty or eleven. 
He spends most of his spare time 
working on the files. Bill hasn’t 
been to the movies since the late 
fifties. The last movie he saw 
was Never Too Late. When he 
goes on vacations, he works in 
the motel. He has his eyes check- 
ed every year and a half. “As 
long as I have my eyes,” he says, 
“and my hands, I’ll keep doing 
this. If I had 20 people working 
for me, I’d have the greatest in- 
formation service in the coun- 
try.” 

His favorite publication is The 
New York Times. He’s read it 
since he was a teenager. 
(Through his influence on 
friends who live in a housing 
project near Quincy Point, 45 of 
the 200 families who live there 
now subscribe to The New York 
Times.) The Times, to Pratt, is 
“a presentation of intelligence.” 
The Globe, on the other hand, is 
“something to read during a 
bowel movement,’”’ and The 
Herald American exists only 
because 300,000 or so people are 
imbecilic enough to read it. 


His opinions are encyclopedic, 
the cant and carps of a man with 
a gargantuan appetite for news. 
Since Willie Morris left 
Harper's, it’s never been the 
same. Congress is gutless. The 
only thing left in America is the 
vote. Pratt is passionate about 
Watergate and the public’s 


refusals to grasp its enormity. 
“The law’s right in front of 
peoples’ eyes, but they can’t 
seem to understand it.” Tom 
Ellis is just a mouthpiece. Bar- 
bara Walters is the most 
irritating thing on TV. Tom 
Brokaw, however, is excellent. 
But “quality is so minimal in 
this country.” 

Pratt can hardly contain 
himself when he talks. While the 
mellifluous bank Muzak washed 
over us, he spoke non-stop, leap- 
ing from his chair periodically to 
open the vault for a customer or 
to demonstrate the way 
Catholics walk on their way out 


. of church. He has maintained an 


incredible interest in the world 
and the men who write about it. 
Years ago, his doctor told him to 
slow down, to curb his 
enthusiasm for others. But he 
still seems to live through the 
work of others, collecting the 
scraps of their careers for them, 
meticulously organizing an edi- 
tion of reality. The world is too 
rich to neglect, truly too much 
with him. Some effort must be 
made to catalogue the mul- 
tiplicity of things. 

He goes about his business 
with a certain religiosity, sen- 
ding clippings to people he 
thinks might benefit. “I like to 
see people get a chance to read 
things they wouldn’t otherwise.” 
The day we talked, he had just 
sent out 50 copies of Robert 
Sherrill’s Chappaquiddick arti- 
cle. The day before, he had 
telephoned Tom Winship at the 
Globe to complain about some 
coverage. He is a watchdog in the 
house of journalism, and he can’t 
stop barking. 

He never went to college. 
College didn’t have what he 
wanted to learn. Earlier, at thir- 


teen, he had a newsstand in 
North Quincy. Among his many 
jobs, he drove a cab during the 
war, wrote on yachting for the 
old Boston Traveler in the late 
forties, sold pipes at Ehrlich’s, 
and edited the short-lived New 
England Weekly in 1949. For- 
tunately, his present job gives 
him time to read and clip. Still, 
he says, ‘““My days are minutes.” 
Still, he is talking and gesturing, 
now about the Times’ John 
Corry, now about Joan Kennedy 
and how Teddy’s family treated 
her, now about Babe Ruth’s 
retirement. From time to time, 
he chats with Alden Whitman 
(Times obituary writer) over the 
phone. In addition, he takes 
progress pictures, once of Scollay 
Square, currently of blight in 
suburban Lynn. And he reads 
and reads. He doesn’t play golf, 
he doesn’t play tennis. He reads 
and clips and uses rubber ce- 
ment. 

His hobby regenerates itself 
every morning. Fresh floods of 
copy must be waded through. He 
has had offers from libraries for 
his files, but this archivist is not 
ready to make philanthropic 
gestures. His heir will probably 
be his seven-year-old nephew. 

“An intellectual has a hell of a 
time getting along,’’ he laments. 
He knows, because in his life he 
has read endless inches of trashy 
copy about people with neither 
talent nor honor nor insight. 
Pratt is well acquainted with the 
media’s infinite capacity for 
mendacity and drivel. But in the 
process of sifting through other 
men’s paragraphs, he has read 
himself closer to reality. 

So, Mr. Pratt, please accept 
this contribution to that woeful- 
ly slender file of yours that bears 
your own name.

Little Press Grows Up . . . On July 7, 8 and 9 representatives of do- 
it-yourself presses and low-budget, high-risk literature descended 
upon Gotham to not only attend the national conference of the Com- 
mittee of Small Magazine Editors and Publishers (COSMEP) but to 
man exhibits at the first “Real New York Book Fair.” 

The Fair was a sensational success, with thousands drawn to the 
exhibits of some 250 small magazines and book publishers at the New 
York Cultural Center. Even such personages as George Plimpton — 
who bicycled over from the Upper East Side in the 90 degree weather 
— came to see what was what at Columbia Circle. 

Further uptown, COSMEP held its sixth annual convention at 
Columbia University. COSMEP, along with the Friends of Books 
and Comics / East and the American Library Association, sponsored 
the book fair. 

So far 1974 has been an outstanding year for COSMEP and its 
members — 540 magazines and presses, at last count. The publica- 
tion of the 296-page Whole Cosmep Catalog — which received a 
laudatory review in the Times Book Review — has, along with the 
Book Fair and conference, solidified the legitimacy of the nether 
world of letters. 

This year’s COSMEP conference featured special panels on the 
Third World and “The Challenge of the Small Presses.” The latter 
drew a heavy crowd as panelists Len Fulton, editor of DUSTbooks; 
Peter Meyer, an editor at Avon books with a small press of his own — 
Overlook; Ed Sanders, poet and author of The Family; and Harry 
Smith discussed small presses in relation to the established 
publishing scene. It was summarily established that computers and 
ITT president Harold Geneen have little use for the Muses. 

The unique experience of little magazine publishing for 
therapeutic purposes was expounded upon. “Small press publishing 
is thrilling. It’s better than marijuana, hashish, acid or any of that 
stuff. It’s a great high,’ Sanders declared. The audience, filled with a 
surfeit of poets, editors, publishers and journalists, tried to chart 
itself on the map of culture until Harry Smith settled the question. 
“We are the culture.” Applause. 

In the tradition of Margaret Anderson and Harriet Monroe, there is 
— once again — the bright burning of many little stars.

At the Harvard Science 
Center August 2 and 3; one week later 
the series ends with a Mastroianni 
feature about the beginnings of the 
Italian Socialist movement. 
BLAZING SADDLES. Funny and 
gross; a black lawman (Cleavon Lit- 
tle) saves the day in Mel Brooks’s 
bizarre vision of the Old West, but 
Gene Wilder has most of the good 
moments. At the Pi Alley. 

FOR PETE’S SAKE. Money does buy 
happiness, as Zany Barbra runs 
through all manner of hijinks to make 
her husband rich. Everybody winds 
up in trouble, naturally; Barbra’s a 
i simpleton, hubby’s a simp, and the 





caricature characters generally of- 
fend. Finally, all the jokes are cheap, 
since director Peter Yates wouidn’t 
know good comedy if he tripped over 
it.

THE STING. Since it’s really not the 
best picture of the year and all that, 
don’t go expecting too much — and a 
pox on Marvin Hamlisch.

THE BANK SHOT. An unfunny com- 
edy about a nitwit robbery scheme, 
with George C. Scott. Predictable sur- 
prises, broad and shallow humor, but 
with a pleasing balletic quality 
resulting from choreographer Gower 
Champion’s direction. At the Cheri. 
ANIMAL CRACKERS. The one vin- 
tage Marx brothers film most people 
haven’‘t seen. At the Cheri. 
WEDDING IN BLOOD. Claude Cha- 
brol’s favorite triangle — boredom, 
sex and vilence — is a little too pat, a 
little too confused about its bourgeois 
characters. Smudged in appearance, 
with melodrama and cliche symbols, 
it’s not up to the high standards 
Chabrol has set for himself in his 
previous superb films. At the Central. 
CHINATOWN. Polanski returns with: 
this sleek thirties’ detective drama’ 
about corruption in drought-stricken 
L.A. Neither original nor entirely 
coherent, but its cliches and 
appearance are pleasing, and it quietly 
convinces even as the screenplay 
puzzles. Jack Nicholson is a magnifi- 
cent smartass gumshoe; Faye 
Dunaway is the center of the mystery; 
John Huston is evil. Lots of Polanski 
perversities — fish eyes, incest, a 
slashed nose.
